AN EXTRA SESSION OF THE SENATE NEXT 
MARCH CONSIDERED INEVITABLE—MR. 
GORHAM CONFIDENT THAT HE WILL BE

TION) 


WasHineton, Nov. 24.—The afternoon 
star route organ reports a conversation with 
Mr. George C. Gorham in relation to the prob- 
ability that a special session of the Senate will 
be called on March 4, 1883, and the possibility 
; of the election of new officers at that time. 

Mr. Gorham is reported as having said that he 

could conceive of mo excuse which the 

» President could make for failing to call 
such a special session, because, if he 

should fail to do so, there would 

be no provision for the Presidential succession, 

On March 4, 1883, there will be no Speaker of 

the House and no President pro tempore of 

the Senate, unless the Senate in special session 

shall choose Senator David Davis’s successor. 

If there should be a special session, Mr. Gor- 

‘ ham can see nothing to prevent the election of 


Senate officers, nor any reason why they 
should not be elected. He says that he will be 
a candidate for the office of Secretary and he 
hardly thinks he will have any opposition. 
In relation to statements which have been 
made to the effect that he could not be 

) elected, Mr. Gorham is reported as having 

made the following remarks: ‘‘Some of the 
hewspaper correspondents here and editors of 
some of the leading newspaper in the country, 
basing their judgment upon the matter furn- 
ished by their correspondents, have said that 
there were Republican members of the Senate 
who would not vote for me should I get the 
caucus nomination. But you will perhaps re- 
member that these same persons, or some of 
them, said the same thing when I received 
the caucus nomination in 1881. They went 
30 far as to say that Gen. Burnside would not 
vote for me, when the fact was he had nomi- 
nated mein the cancus. I think I know my 
relations with the Republican Senators better 
than any one else, and [ am satisfied that if I 
receive the caucus nomination I will be elected. 
To beat me my enemies must, if Ihave any in 

- my party,do it in caucus. If they beat 
me there I am content. If they fail in the 
caucus they will fail in the Senate.” 

The reporter then reminded Mr. Gorham 
that it had been said that the half-breeds 
might make a bargain with the Democrats for 
the purpose of defeating him. Mr. Gorham’s 
reply to this is reported as follows: ‘All 

» —s Ican stand it if they can; but I do not 

believe any such thing can or will occur, for 
the reason that, in order to get into the Demo- 
cratic Party now, they would bave to get 
down on their bellies and crawl. ‘This I don’t 
believe they would do; yet I am content, if 
they are, with such a bargain.”’

TAX AND TARIFF PROBLEMS. 

& REDUCTION OF TAXES AND REVISION OF 
THE TARIFF TO BE URGED BY THE 
PRESIDENT. 

Wasurneron, Nov. 24.—Until within a 
few days Commissioner Raum was disposed to 
make no recommendation in his forthcoming 
annual report looking to a reduction in in- 
ternal revenue taxes. It is believed, however, 
that he bas reconsidered the matter, and will 
advise such reductions as will leave the aggre- 
gate income of tha Government from this 
source at about $100,000,000 perannum. It is 
known that the President, while be is firmly 
opposed to any proposition looking to the abo- 
lition at this time of the entire internal reve- 
nue system, believes that the time has come 
when substantial relief can safely be ac- 
rorded the tax-payers of the country, 
and that a portion of this relief should 
come from the reduction of internal 
revenue taxation. With this view the 
members of the Cabinet are in entire accord, 
and the President, in his forthcoming Message 
to Congress, will recommend the abolition of 
all internal revenue taxes except those on to- 
bacco in its varieus forms and upon distilled 
spirits and fermented liquors, and except, 
also, the special tax upon the manufacturers 
of and dealers in such articles, with a reduc- 
tion in the tax upon whisky and tobacco upon 
the basis of the bill which passed the House of 
Representatives at the last session of Congress. 
The retention of the special tax is deemed 
essential to afford the officers of the Govern- 
ment a proper supervision of these articles for 
the prevention of fraud. If this recommenda- 
tion is adopted the remaining sources of in- 
ternal revenue will yield, according to 
7 the estimates of the Commissioner of 

Internal Revenue, about $100,000,000 per 
annum. Any further reduction of inter- 
nal revenue than that proposed would compel 
the Government to rely almost entirely upon 
impost duties for the necessary income, and 
would render any revision or reduction of 
tariff duties dangerous, if not impossible. The 
President is firmly opposed to the adoption of 
any policy that would create such contingency, 
end will in his forthcoming Message urge upon 
Congress the importance of an immediate re- 
vision of thetariff, with a view to reducing 
the aggregate income of the Government to 
such an amount as is absolutely required to 
meet the intereston the public debt and the 
current and ordinary expenses of the Govern- 
weat. 








STAR ROUTE MEN IN OFFICE. 
\ REPORT THAT MR. HELM AND OTHER EM- 
PLOYES WILL BE DISMISSED. 


Wasninetron, Nov. 24.—There is the 
best authority for the statement that no order 
has been made by the President requiring the 


dismissal of persons in the employment of the 
Government who have been instrumental in 
preventing the conviction of the defendants 
in the star route cases. A statement that the 
President had made such an order has been 
published in connection with the case of De- 
xective George O. Miller, who was recently 


dismissed from the Metropolitan Police Force, 
at the instance of Attorney-General Brewster, 
for alleged betrayal of the interests of the 
Government in the star route cases, and also in 
connection with the case of M. D. Helm, the 
foreman cf the mechanical department of the 
\ Conjressional Record, who also holds the po- 
sition of general manager of an afternoon 
paper in this city, which frequently, during the 
investigation and trial of the star route cases, 
vigorously attacked the prosecution and per- 
sons connected with it. Detective Miller was 
removed for a cause foreign to the charge 
made against him by the Attorney-General, 
namely, that he had connected himself with a 
case without reporting the fact to his superior 
» officers. His defense was that his superiors 
were fully aware of his connection with the 
star route cases, although he had not officially 
informed them of the fact. This defense, 
however, did not avail him, and he was dis- 
missed for a technical breach of discipline. It 
is now said that the discharge of Miller is the 
first step in a policy of the President, said to 
have been adopted by him at the suggestion 
of the Attorney-General, to punish by dismiss- 
al such employes of the Government as have 
attempted to interfere with the conviction of 
the star route defendants. The case of Mr, 
Helm is a similar one in this respect to that cf 
Mr. Miller. The technical charge which has

THE MISSISSIPPI INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE 
AT WORK. 

New-Or.eans, Nov. 24.—A special to the 
Times-Democrat from Port Eads says: ‘*The 
steamer Sunbeam with the Congressional 
Committee on board left here for the 


jetties at 6 o’clock tis morning. A _ pleasant 
run Was made down to Ship Island 
Canal, where, at 8:30 A. M., the first stop was made, 
aud the ground on which Cowden’s outlet is pro- 
posed was examined. Capt. Cowden, chart in 
hand, exvlained to the committee his plan 
and shewed some temper when questioned. The 
committee was not impressed by his course and 
returned after some 20 minutes’ stay satisfied with 
their inspection. Messrs. Robinson, Thomas, Hitch- 
cock, Carlisle, and Ellis may be put down as 
opposed to the outlet scheme, but Judge Holman 
frequently said he was in favor of the levees as a 
national necessity. After leaving Ship Is!and Canal 
the gentlemen divided up inte groups, discussing the 
outlet system. Capts. Leathers and Cowden were 
urging their claims with much feeling. Capt. W. 
H. Heur, United States Engineer, with charts and 
documents. explained in the cabin the action of 
the currents in the jetties in aclear manner to 
the discomfiture of those favoring the outlet 


system. The committee is very chary of 
expressing an opinion as to its report, 
but there can be no doubt but what a 
majority report will be made __ favoring 


the levee system. The committee is willing to give 
Cowden plenty of rope, but his theory will not be 
supported. At4:15the head of the pass was en- 
tered, and, by request, the !ead was thrown. The 
greatest depth was 29 feet, but the Captain said at 
once that they were not inthe channel, and the 
soundings were discontinued.

THE KILMAINHAM CHARGES 


——o——— 


NO BARGAIN MADE: WITH THE RE- 
LEASED ‘‘ SUSPECTS.” 

AN EMPHATIC DENIAL BY MR. GLADSTONE 
THAT A TREATY WAS MADE WITH PAR- 
NELL—A LIVELY DEBATE—FEARS OF 
FAMINE IN THE WEST OF IRELAND. 

Lonpon, Nov. 24.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon Mr. Trevelyan, Chief 

Secretary for Ireland, replying to a question 

by Mr. Healy, said that since August last all 

the copies of the Jrish World and the Irish 

Nation which had arrived in Ireland had 

been seized, but the stoppage of the circulation 


of those pavers in England was unnecessary. 


Mr. Yorke moved the adjournment of the 
House in order to discuss the conduct of the 
Government in regard to the Kilmainham 
affair. The Conservatives and Irish members 
rose in support of the motion. Their action 
was greeted with laughter and cheers. Mr. 
Yorke then spoke in support of his motion. He 
reviewed at length the previous proceedings in 
the House, and was repeatedly interrupted by 
Liberals rising to points of order. ‘he Speaker 
ruled that Mr. Yorke was in order. The scene 
at times was very lively. Mr. Yorke said he 


did not contend that there was any secret 
treaty, but that there were communica- 
tions and understandings and negotiations 
and givings and takings by both 
sides, These really constituted a treaty, al- 
thougb the Government, with a certain amount 
of verbal accuracy, had persistently denied 
that any treaty existed. He charged Mr. 
Gladstone with putting on a screw to prevent 
discussion of his (Mr. Yorke’s) motion, and 
warned him that no career, however distin- 
guished, would prevent a Premier from in- 
curring the just indignation of the country if 
he was so relaxed by an atmosphere of adula- 
tion as to think he could depart from arrange- 
ments openly entered into before the House 
and the country. 

Mr. Giadstone replied to Mr. Yorke. He 
said the undeserved praise of his friends was 
counteracted by the continual accusations of 
Lord Kandolpb Churchill and Mr. Yorke; but 
it required much sharper weapons and heavier 
blows than Mr. Yorke could wield to arouse 
his anger. He complained that those who 
made accusations about the “ Kilmainham 
treaty” had not brought them to the test at 
the proper time. He repudiated the charge 
that his will was law to the Liberal party. He 
warmly contended that it was the duty of the 
Government to catch at any pacific indications 
on the part of the imprisoned members that 
would enable the Government to release them. 
He maintained, however, that no communica- 
tion had passed from the Government to Mr. 
Parnell on the subject. Mr. Parneil had not 
obtained nor sought from the Government any 
information in regard to his coming release, 
or concerning any measure intended by the 
Government. His only knowledge was what 
he might have gathered from the newspapers. 
There was no negotiation, promise, or engaye- 
ment, 

Mr. Forster maintained that he had taken 
the right view in regard to the imprisonment 
of Mr. Parnell. 

Lord Randolph Churchill said the House was 
not a whit wiser after Mr. Gladstone’s speech. 
The transaction was so disgraceful that Earl 
Cowper, the late Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
and Mr. Forster, Cmief Secretary, had re- 
signed. There was something in regard to it 
which had never seen the light. Having chal- 
lenged an inquiry, the Government now used 
every artifice to avoid it. 

After considerable discussion, Messrs, Chap- 
lin and Edward Clarke, Conservatives, and 
other members insisting upon the necessity 
for an inquiry, Mr. Yorke offered to withdraw 
his motion for an adjournment. The Govern- 
ment refused to accept a withdrawal, and the 
motion was negatived without a division. 

The consideration of the closure question 
was resumed in the House to-nizht. The 
eleventh and twelfth rules, the last two of the 
procedure rules, were both carried. Rule 11 
provides that on reading the order of the day 
for the consideration of a bill, as amended, 
the House do proceed to consider the same 
without question put, unless the member in 
charge thereof shall desire to postpone its con- 
sideration or notice has been given to recom- 
mit the bill. Rule 12 provides that whenever 
the Committee of Supplv, appointed for the 
consideration of the ordinary Army, Navy, 
and civil service estimates, stands as the first 
order of the day on a Monday the Speaker 
shall leave the chair without putting any ques- 
tion, unless an amendment be moved or 
question raised relating to the estimates 
proposed to be taken in supply, on first going 
into committee on the Army, Navy and civil 
services, respectively. 

It has been officially reported to the Govern- 
ment that wide-spread distress is feared in Ire- 
land this Winter. The districts most seriously 
affected through want of employment on 
farms and the failure of the potato crop are 
Sligo, Ballina, Swineford, and the greater por- 
tion of Galway. There is much destitution in 
West Clare and Connaught. Owing to con- 
tinuously heavy demands upon Irishmen in 
America to support the Land League there has 
been a considerable decrease in the remuit- 
tances to the struggling natives in Ireland. 
This has reduced many of the latter to the con- 
dition of being unable to purchase new seed. 

The final meeting of the Home Rule League 
was held to-day and the association was dis- 
solved,

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 


Lonpon, Nov. 24.—The health of the 
Light Hon. Hugh C. Childers, War Secretary, 
is broken down, and he has been ordered to go 
abroad. 

The Times says the condition of the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury is not improved this 
morning. 

At the close of to-day’s polling in the Cam- 
bridge University election Mr. Raikes had re- 
ceived 1,158 votes and Prof. Stuart 869. 

As the appointment of Mr. Grenfell, who 
was a candidate for re-election to the House of 
Commons for Salisbury, but was defeated, 
was that of Parliamentary Groem in Wait- 
ing, the incumbent of which must have a seat 
in the House of Commons, he has resigned the 
appointment. 

A railway bridge at Bromley, near London, 
fell this morning. Seven workmen, who were 
beneath the structure eating their breakfast, 
were killed. The bridge was on the main line 
of the London, Chatham and Dover Railway. 
Besides those killed several persons were in- 
jured. Continental service by this line is 
stopped by the accident. 

Paris, Nov. 24.—There are renewed reports 
of Ministerial difficulties. 1t is expected tbat 
either M. Herisson, Minister of Public Works, 
or M. Tirard, Minister of Finance, will resign. 

The Evénement states that M. Duhamel, chief 
clerk of the Comptoir a’Escompte, has abscond- 
ed with a large sum in notes and gold anda 
quantity of scrip. 

Thieves broke into the Cathedral of St. 
Denis this afternoon and stole a quantity of 
gold and silver objects, including precious 
relics and crowns of historical value. Thirty- 
two articles in all were stolen, including six 
chalices, two monstrances, and seven royal 
crowns, and their total intrinsic value is esti- 
mated at 100,000f. 

The typhoid fever has become epidemic in 
the town of Saintes. Several of the Sisters of 
Charity attached to the hospital there, includ- 
ing the Lady Superior, have been attacked by 
the disease. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 24.—Tho following 
are the correct facts with reference to the 
carrying away of the Kurdish Sheik Obeidul- 
lah: Sheik Obeidullah was traveling to Mosul 
under an escort of Turkish soldiers to be in- 
terned there, when he was rescued by his son 
and a party of Kurds, who capture‘ the entire 
escort and took Obeidullah tc Kouroma, a 
mountain stronghold, which the Turks arenow 
besieging. 

The Government of Montenegro have in- 
formed the Porte that unless the District of 
Kolatchin is ceded immediately to Montene- 
gro 40 troops will be sent to occupy it. Three 





ttalions of Turkish troops have gone to: 


Kolatchin to maintain order. The Porte has 
telegraphed to the powers drawing their atten- 


tion to the armaments of Montengro. Several 
of them have replied that they have no infor- 
‘ mation regarding the matter. but have sent in- 





structions to their agents at Cettinje. Later 
information is to the effect that the Montene- 
grin question has been amicably settled be- 
tween the Porte and Russia and Austria. A 
commission will leave Constantinople very 
soon to settle the frontier question. 

Si. PETERSBURG, Nov. 24.—An official an- 
nouncement relative to the closing of the uni- 
versity here states that agitation had been no- 
ticed mage the students at the beginning of 
October. On Tuesday last. the ringleaders 
went to the length of distributing circulars 
summoning a@ mass-meeting of students to ex- 
press sympathy with the students of the Ka- 
zan Universlty. The Curator applied for the 
assistance of the Police, who arrested 100 stu- 
dents. Fourteen of them, who were the chief 
= of the agitation, have been rusti- 
cated. 

Official returns show that the revenue of 
the Empire from Feb. 1 to Sept. 1 increased 
44,000,000 rubles ana that the expenditure de- 
creased 26,000,000 rubles, as compared with 
the same period last year. 

WInpsor, Nov. 24.—The Queen held an in- 
vestiture to-day of the orders conferred on the 
officers of the Army and Navy, who took part 
in the war in Egypt. Sir Albert Woods, Gar- 
ter King of Arms, marshaled the officers on 
their arrival at the railway station. 

CatRo, Nov. 24.—The statement in a letter 
received by a member of the French Chamber 
of Deputies from M. Soleillet, the French trav- 
eler, that he had taken possession of the Bay

TERRIFIVU GALE ON THE LAKES. 





VESSELS ASHORE AT BUFFALO AND CHAR- 
LOTTE—GREAT LOSS OF SHIPPING. 

BurraLo, Nov. 24.—Early this morning a 
very severe storm broke over this city, reaching its 
height about 3 o’clock, For half an hour the gale 
was accompanied by thunder and lightning. Trees 
were blown down, signs unhinged, and the win- 
dows in some houses were blown out. The 
schooner J. W. Doane, from Erie, was blown 
ashore at the Breakwater, and is a total loss. She 


was valued at $30,000, and is owned by W. M. 
Eagan, of Chieago. The schooners Groton and A. 
H. Moss are also ashore, the former at the Sand 
Cut andthe latter at the foot of Georgia-street. 
The life-saving crew saved the lives of both crews. 

About 11 o’clock this morning the floating ele- 
vator American Giant, situated in the Blackwell 
Canal, was blown down. The tower was the first 
to go, and the hull soon after sank. No lives were 
lost. The elevator was the property of John Kel- 
derhouse and was valued at $15,000, The hull was 
thatof the old barge American Giant, and was 
simply a transfer elevator and had no storing ca- 
pacity. 

Two of the New-York Central Railroad tracks run- 
ning alongside of the lake were washed out, and the 
trains for Lockport and the Falls had to leave by 
the old Belt Line. At East Buffalo the storm was 
also severely felt. Signs were blown down, and 
the tramway, about 40 feet long. leading to 
Klineck's ice-house was demolished. The water in 
the river is very high, and the cellars of a good 
many houses in the lower part of the 
town are submerged. A smal) Canadian vessel 
laden with flour is reported ashore several miles 
up the south shore. No particulars have been re- 
ceived thus far. The schooner Groton is insured 
for $8,00U—$2,000 in the State of Pennsylvania, 
$2,000 in the Firemen’s ‘Trust, and $4,000 in other 
companies. All the steam-boat lines report their 
boats safe so far as heard frem. 


RoOcHESTER, Nov. 24.—Two propellers and 
five sailing vessels were driven into the harbor at 
Charlotte to-day by the stress of the storm on Lake 
Ontario. 

Detroit, Nov. 24.—The Captain of the pro- 
peller Fountain City, which arrived here at mid- 
night, thinks the loss of shipping by last night's 
gaie will be very heavy. He says there were many 
craft of every description out on Lake Huron, and 
that the storm on Saginaw Bay was simply terrible. 

The schooner C. B. Benson went aground on 
Colchester Reet, Lake Erie, yesterday afternoon, 
but the vessel that sighted her was unable to res- 
cue the crew, who were lashed to the rigging. The 
schooner was fiying signals oi distress. 

The new machine shops of the Lackawanna Rail- 
road, at East Buffalo, were also blown down by 
the storm of this morning. The loss is estimated at 
$3,500. 

The new fron propeller J. BH. Jewatt is aground 
on Lime Kilns, but it is thought will be got off 
without difficulty when the water rises. The pro- 
peller Panamais high and dry on Bar Point, Lake 
Erie, in au exposed position. The schooner Morning 
Light, lumber laden, from Manistee, went ashore at 
5 o'clock this morning, four roiles north of Luding- 
ton. The life-saving crew went to her assistance, 
but the life-boat capsized, and its crew were 
obliged to swim ashore. A tng was then procured, 
which towed a surf-boat from Ludington, which 
succeeded in rescuing all the men. How much of 
the vessel’s cargo willbe saved is not yet known. 
At 11 P. M. no further tidings had been received 
here, 


CHicaco, Nov. 24.—The owner of the 
schooner Thomas Sims, of this city, received a tel- 
egram this afternoon stating that the vessel was 
ashore at Pierpont, on the east shore of Lake Mich- 
igan, and in a bad condition. Nothing further has 
been learned, 
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A BANK PRESIDENT ON TRIAL. 
Syracuse, Nov. 24.—The trial of R. Porter 
Lee, indicted for embezzling moneys to the amount 
of nearly $200,000 belonging to the First National 
Bank of Buffalo, while acting as President, com- 


menced in the United States Circuit Court, in this 
city, Judge Wallace presiding, on Wednesday last. 
The Hon, R. Crowley appeared on behalf of the 
prosecution, and Messrs. M, Morey, of Buffalo, and 
William P. Goodelle represented the defendant. A 
number of witnesses were examined for the people. 
‘Their testimony tended to show a loose manage- 
ment of the bank’s affairs under Lee’s administra- 
tioa, and to prove the alleged “crookedness”’ by 
which $194,000 of the bank’s money was diverted to 
the defendant’s use, he prosecution rested at 
noon to-day. The afternoon was occupied witn 
the opening for the defense by Mr. Morey and the 
examination of witnesses called to prove the good 
character of the defendant. Considerable interest 
is manifested in the trial. 

The Hon. Grover Cleveland, Governor-elect, was 
subpvenaed while passing through on the train last 
evening, and will be a witness on behalf of the de- 
fense to-morrow morning. The case will probably 
not be concluded until Tuesday. 
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THE GALLOWS CHEATED. 
SWEETSBURG, Quebec, Nov. 24.—William 
Richards, the murderer of William H. Jackson, 
who was to have been hanged to-day, committed 
suicide in his cell this morning by cutting his 


throat with alarge, dull knife. He had, up to the 
time of his death, stoutly maintained that he did 
the killing unintentionally and In self-defense. All 
efforts by clergymen to awaken religious interest 
in him were unavailing. He stayed up until mid- 
night last night, chatting over his past life and 
Jaughingly relating the sins he had committed. 
Atter he cut his throat he explained that he had 
committed the act because they did not believe his 
story and because of his resolution not to goto 
the gallows, on account of his wife and children. 
He left a letter stating that he had had the means 
of taking his own life ever since he had been in

THE RAILWAYS AT WAR 


HOSTILITIES IN THE NORTH-WEST 
. BEGUN 1N: HKARNEST. 

THE CHICAGO, MILWAUKEE AND 8ST. PAUL 
CUT AT ROCK ISLAND—THE LATTER RE- 
TALIATES—A GREAT WAR IN PROSPECT. 

CnrcaGo, Nov. 24.—It is becoming more 
evident day by day that the rate war between 

the great North-western trunk lines will be a 

serious business, and that some line is going to 

be hurt before it is finished. Up to yesterday 
the fight was purely local in its character, be- 
ing confined simply to a cut on eastern passen- 
ger rates from St. Paul and Minneapolis, and 
between Omaha, Sioux City, and St. Paul and 

Minneapolis, Yesterday afternoon a cut was 

made by the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 

on Moline, Rock Island and Davenport, and 
from those points to Chicago. This wasa direct 
blow at the local passenger travel of the Rock 

Island Road, which was as promptly met by 

the latter company. Inquiry at the Rock 

Island offices this morning developed the fact 

that that company had received information 

from their agents in Davenport and Rock 

Island that this cut was being commenced by 

the Milwaukee people, and orders were, there- 

fore, issued by the Rock Island management 
to duplicate any rate which the Milwaukee 
and St. Paul might see fitto make. This cut 
has been followed up by another on the part 


the Milwaukee and St. Paul on Albert Lee and 
intervening points of $1, and in return the 
Rock Island has flooded the city with dodgers 
advertising a fifty-cent rate to Cedar Rapids, 
and a one-doliar rate to Albert Lea. 

In fact, both companies are cutting to all 
junction points. and a trip to St. Paul, via 
Albert Lea, costs $4 90, and by way of 
Chaska, which is 22 miles south of Minneapo- 
lis, only $2. Chaska is one of the points in- 
cluded in the one-dollar cut from Chicago, 
and is the nearest point to Minneapolis. Thus 
it will be seen that the cut is getting as close 
as possible to terminal points without 
actually reaching them. Under the provisions 
of the North-western pool a forfeit of $500 is 
due for any offense against the regulations of 
the association, and so these companies are ad- 
hering to the letter of the pool, but evading 
the spirit of it. It is clear that the present 
strain cannot last much longer and that a gen- 
eral war will ensue, including all business, un- 
less acompromise is speedily reached. The 
North-western management deny that they 
will begin to cut, but it is thought that they 
will soon be forced to take action, 
for they are between two fires, their 
St. Paul business being affected by the Albert 
Lea operations, and their Iowa and Omaha 
business raked by the cut on Davenport and 
Cedar Rapids. A passage to Council Bluffs 
now costs only $10 by the Rock Island Road. 

Mr. Percival Lowell, the General Passenger 
Agent of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
when asked this morning what action would 
be taken by that company in view of the cut 
on Davenport and Rock Island, said: 

‘“*We shall do nothing immediately. We 
want to keep out of the fight as long as possi- 
ble. This last cut directly affects through 
business to Omaha, and, of course, if it con- 
tinues, we shall be compelled to take action. 
We will postpone it as long as we possibly 
can. 

This morning a general cut on east-bound 
freight was begun in St. Paul, and the rate 
will be 15 cents per 100 pounds, regardless of 
classification. It will pe readily seen that both 
sides are determined to carry the war into 
Africa, and the result cannot be foretold. The 
Rock Island management is determined to 
have its share of the grain shipments, and the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul Directors regard their 
demands as extortionate, and are equally de- 
termined not to concede them. 

Manager R. R. Cable, of the Rock Island 
Railroad, in conversation with a reporter this 
evening, said that in hisopinion the war would 
be a protracted one. He declined to say any- 
thing in reply to the card of Alexander 
Mitchell, President of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul Road, published this morning, 
but intimated that he might have something 
to say on that bead within a day or two. 

Omaua, Noy. 24.—The St. Paul and Omaha 
and Illinois Central freight line makes a rate 
of 25 cents on all freight from Omaha to 
Chicago, regardless of classification, thus 
taking a direct hand in the current war on 
rates in the North-west. The Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy is expected to join the 
strife next. 
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CUTTING RATES AT ST. PAUL. 
THE RIVAL LINES EXTENDING THE AREA OF 
THE BATTLE- FIELD. 


St. Paut, Nov. 24.—There is no evidence 


here of an end of the railroad war. West- 
bound rates continue cut to junction points on 
the rival roads. Beginning to-day, the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul will make a 
rate of 10 cents per 100 pounds on all freight, 
regardless of classification, from St. Paul or 
Minneapolis to Faribault. This is another of 
those loop-hoies conveniently open for progress 
toward further demoralization. Next there 
may be cuts from Chicago to Stillwater, Hud- 
son, Carver, and Chaska, which would 
open wide the way for another disregard 
ot all former compacts relating to west- 
bound traffic. The Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul will also make a milling and transit 
rate on grain coming from the Union Pacific 
Railroad at i7}¢ cents per 100 pounds from 
Council Bluffs to Minneapolis or St. Paul, thus 
extending the area of the battle-tield. They 
are still charging a twenty-cent rate on wheat 
to Chicago from Minneapolis or St. Paul. The 
Omaha line agreed to take out yesterday 40 
car-loads of wheat to Chicago at lew rates, of 
which 20 cars were loaded. ‘That line yesterday 
sent out instructions to its agents at Omaha to 
make a rate of 15 cents per 100 pounds 
to Chieago, regardless of classification. This 
will involve the lowa pool lines. The Omaha 
officers say they regret it, but the lowa pool 
roads happen to be in the way of getting hurt, 
and it cannot be helped justnow. The Illi- 
nois Central will be obliged to go with the Iowa 
lines, as the contract of the latter with the 
former is the same as with the Chicago and 
North-western. In mutual territory, where 
the Omaha Road leads, the Illinois Central 
must follow. 

Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul met the 
last cut of the Omuha line with a reduction of 
freight rates to 10 cents per 100 pounds for all 
classes from Chicago to all competing points 
in the Territory south-west of St. Paul. The 
Fioneer-Press has it upon excellent authority 
thatit is the purpose of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul Company to let the bars down 
between Chicago and Milwaukee and St. Paul, 
Minneapolis, and other north-western points 
on Monday, with the possibility that the cut 
on west-bound rates may be made to-morrow.

RUMORS IN NEW-YORK. 

Rumors were plentiful in railroad circles 
yesterday concerning the North-western railroad 
war, and there were vague suspicions in many 
quarters that something either had or was about 
to happen that would tend to change the entire 
aspect of thestrife. The reports that a conference 
of representatives of the railroad companies in- 
terested was to be held were industriously circu- 
lated, but no proof could be obtained that any such 
conference was being held or even contemplated. 


There were some «keptics who, at the Windsor 
Hotel last night, did not hesitate to pronounce the 
reports abcut * conference mere stock-jobbing 
taik. ‘*‘ Why, how can a conference be held here?’’ 
said on gentlemen, “‘when President Mitchell, of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Railroad, and 
President Riddle, of the Chicago and Rock Island 
Road, are both out West, and neither of them is 
likely to come here at present?’ Mr. Albert Keep, 
President of the Chicago and North-western 
Road, gaid last night that he had heard 
of no ceutting of westbound rates on his 
road or on auy of the other railroads concerned in 
this fight. He did not believe that there had been 
any cutting of west-boundjfreights, and hopes to 
have dispatches to-day confirming his belief. Mr. 
Keep insisted that there had been no conference 
and he knew of none about to take place. The ob- 
ject of his visit to this City was simply to attena a 
quarterly meeting of the Executive Committee of 
his company, and he expects to leave for home in 
two or three days. President Porter, of the Chiva- 
go, St. Pan], Minneapolis and Omaha Company, de- 
nied the statement alleged to bave been made by 
President Mitchell that the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul Company had made a proposition of 





arbitration to the Omaha Company and that the 
same had been rejected. He stated that no such 
roposition had been made. He knew of no con- 
“ference on the subject, and his road, he sald, in- 
tended to maintain the same position that they had 
held all along. 

The entire session of the passenger department of 
the joint Exeeutive Committee of the trunk lines 
and their Western connections yesterday was oc- 
capied with a comparison of the business of the 
different roads before and since the adoption of 
differential rates. The object was to enable the 
members of the committee to suggest any changes 
in the plan that might seem to them advisable, and 
toaid them in determining the differentia! rates 
about to be established to ix»termediate points. If 
the latter rates are not fixed to-day they may be 
leftin the hands of Commissioner Fink to recom- 
mend.

GENERAL RAILWAY NEWS. 

RALEIGH, Nov. 24.—The annual meeting of 
the stockholders of the North Carolina Midland 
Railroad Company was held at Winston yesterday. 
John S. Barbour was re-elected President, and all 
the old officers and Directors were re-elected. The 
meeting considered and accepted the modified 
contract with the Virginia Midland Railroad Com- 
pany for the lease of their road to that company. 
The term of the lease is 99 years, and the rental is 
$120,000 per year, to begin when the road is com- 
pleted from Danville, Va., to Mooresville, Iredell 


County. The North Carolina Midland Company 
propose to issue $2,000,000 of mortgage 
bonds to complete the road. and the ren- 
tal is expected to pay the interest on 
thissum. The payment of the principal of these 
bonds at the end of 20 years is guaranteed by the 
Virginia Company. The contract also binds the 
lessees to build the road to Mooresville in three 
years. The Richmond and Danville Company own 
a controlling interest in the Virginia Midland, and 
control by lease the road from Charlotte to States- 
ville. Mooresville is on this road, between States- 
ville, and Charlotte, and the completion of the 
road trom Danville to Mooresville will give the 
Richmond and Danville another line through North 
Carolina. The road is now running from Danville 
to Leaksville, in Rockingham Ceunty. The stock- 
holders and people along the proposed line of the 
road now believe that the road wil! be built within 
the time prescribed in the contract. 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 24.—Some time since the 
Chesapeake, Ohio and South-western Railroad 
Company changed the gauge ofthe road on Sun- 
day. The Grand Jury of Caldwell County indicted 
the company for the performance of labor on Sun- 
day. The case came before Judge Grace, at 
Princeton, yesterday, and, the law and facts being 
submitted to the court without the intervention of 
a jury, was decided in favor of the railroad com- 
pany. A similiar case some time ago was decided 
the same way in the Jefferson Circuit Court, this 
city. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 24.—The net earnings 
of the Philadelphia and Erie Ratlroad for October 
were $158,340 49, an increase of $67,532 78 as com- 
pared with October, 1881. ‘The net earnings for the 
ten months of 1882 as compared with the corre- 
as period of 1881, show an increase of $335,- 

31 64. 


The gross receipts of the Buffalo, Pittsburg and 
Western, and Oil City ana Chicago Railroads for 
Ootoher were $92,015; expenses, $46,387; net profits, 
$45,628, being an increase of $9,051 as compared 
with the same month in 1881. The net profits of 
both roads for the ten months of 1882 were $382,445, 
being an increase as compared with the corre- 
sponding period of last year of $180,732. 


San Francisco, Nov. 24.—Regarding the 
payment of commissions by the San Fransisco 
ticket agents of Eastern trunk lines, the agents in- 
terviewed say a panic has existed for some time. 
About 15 Eastern lines are represented here, and 
the competition is necessarily sharp. Hotel port- 
ers, coachmen, &c., receive commissions, which, 
originally about 50 cents, are now as high as from 
$3 to 35. The general opinion is expressed that the 
action of the general agents in investigating the 
matter will be of benefit to the traveling public 
and to the campanies. 


CrncrnnaTI, Nov. 24.—A falling off in 
passenger business on all the railway lines cen- 
tring in Cincinnati is reported, but it is being more 
than compensated by the increased freight ship- 
ments. The roads running both east and south are 
literally blocked with business at paying rates. 
Live stock and grain for the East are being offered 
in quantities exceeding expectations. The country 
roads remain good, and produce is coming in whieh 
it was expected would be delayed by wind and 
rain for weeks, Enormous freight earnings forthe 
remainder of the yearseem to be assured. The- 
atrical rates stiffened up to-day. The selling of 
“ singles” has been stopped, and it is said that the 
rule of not less than three in a party will hereafter 
be strietly enforced. The putting on of a fast train 
over the New-York, Pennsylvania, and Obio and 
Erie, to run between Cincinnati and New-York, 
has been postponed until Spring. 


MiLWAUKEE, Nov. 24.—Alexander Mitchell, 
President of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
Railroad Company, will not make any further 
statement than that sent yesterday tothe Eastern 
papers in regara to the railroad war. Manager 
Merrill is equally reticent. W.G. Swan, Superin- 
tendent of Freight Traffic on the St. Paul Road, 
says that his road has decided to make a sweep- 
ing slash in freight rates shortly, affecting all 
points on the road. The details will probably be 
announced to-morrow. 





SQUABBLING AT AN INQUEST.

THE CORONER IN THE PROVIDENCE FIRE 


INQUEST ON HIS DIGNITY. 
PROVIDENCE, Nov. 24.—The resumption of 
the Coroner’s inquest on the Calander Building fire 


to-night was productive of a squabble between the 
Coroner and ex-Mayor Thomas A. Doyle, the fore- 
man of the jury, who tried to take the conduct of 
the case out of the Coroner’s hands, hiring a sten- 
ographic reporter to take the evidence, and calling 
whom he pleased to testify, and in the order whieh 
the jury elected. Coroner Palmer stood on his 
dignity and refused to be coerced. He was posi- 
tive that the law required that the witnesses’ de- 
positions should be written out in full and signed 
by them. For a time it looked as though the whole 
inquest was about to be broken up, but finally the 
hexring proceeded. 

The only eviderice of importance was to the ef- 
fect that Melvin, the dye-house man, kicked the 
fire-proof door open trom the entry, and thus 
created the strong draft that cansed the fire to 
spread; that Melvin had his pan of naphtha three 
feet from the tinsmith’s gasoline stove; that the 
fire was allowed to burn fiercely for five minutes be- 
fore word was sent'to the engineer; that the latter, 
not believing the boy when he said the building 
was on fire and that an alarm ought to be given, 
went up stairs; that he was met by another ot 
Melvin’s employes, who also requested him to give 
an alarm, but he refused to start for the box untii 
he bad seen the fire for himself, notwithstanding 
he saw that the man’s clothes were on fire. The 
Coroner and the foreman of the jury will settle 
their differences of opinion between now and 
Monday. It seems that the former consulted the 
Assistant City Solicitor, and the foreman of the 
jury saw the Assistant Attorney-General of the 
State. The decisions were very conflicting, judg- 
ing from the attitude of Dr. Palmer and ex-Mayor 
Doyle. 
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TRAGIC DEATH OF A MINER'S WIFE. 


SERA PERS 
A WOMAN PERISHES TRYING TO SAVE EER 
HUSBAND’S EARNINGS. 


Scranton, Nov. 24.—The wife of a miner 
named James Ruddy lost her life in a fire which oc- 
curred here this morning, and two of Ruddy’s 
children were so fearfully burned that they can- 
not recover. The Ruddy family were startled from 
sleep at 2 o’clock in the morning to find the frame 
house in which they lived in flames. Ruddy. who 


was crippled by a recent mine accident, caught up 
the youngest child and with great difficulty 
struggled from the building, while his wife 
devoted her energies to rescuing the other 
five children. She carried them out one by 
one tothe sidewalk. The last boy and girl were 
terribly scorched about the head and tace. and 
their night clothing was on fire. Mrs. Ruddy, as 
soon as she had the children ont, rushed into the 
burning house and up stairs for her lusband’s sav- 
ings, amounting to $260 in goid, but sne had no 
soonerentered than the flames broke out at ail 
points, and the house fell in with a crash, envelop- 
ing her in a sheet of fire. 

The spectators were powerless to render assist- 
ance, and the poor woman perished in sight of her 
busband and children. She was only 26 years old. 
Her charred remains were not discovered until tris 
afternoon. Most of the money after which she 
went was found uninjurea. The fire extended to 
three other houses, and the inmates narrowly 


escaped.

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ON ’CHANGE IN CHICAGO. 
SYMPATHY WITH THE NEW-YORK WEAKNESS 
IN STOCKS—NEW-YORK PARTIES BUYING. 

Cuicaco, Nov. 24.—The leading produce 
markets were again irregular to-day, a good de- 
mand in the early part of the day being succeeded 
by an easier tone, in sympathy with New- 
York weakness in stocks, while corn was als¢ 
beared a little on the fact of colder weather. Pro- 
visions were active and irregular. They were 4 
littie weak at the outset, then improved under a 
very geod local demand for pork, and then fell 





back, The latest prices on pork and lard 
were 2% to 5 cents below those of 
Thursday, except on lard for this month, 
which was quoted 40 cents higher at 


one time, and closed at an improvement of 25 
cents. Meats exhibited little change, thouzh some 
futures were quoted 5 to 7% cents higher at one 


time. Hogs were in smaller supply and called 
stronger at the stock-yards, while the word went 
out that country paekers are bidding relatively 
higher prices than Chicago, now that the coldel 
weather enables them to operate without the 

of ice. A prominent packer was a iarge buyer 0 

product early in the day, but hauled off about 
noon, and then the market fell back in sympathy 
with the corn, but the market could not 
be called weak. There was little said about spot 
stuff, but it was understood that there was a better 
demand in a quiet way, and that there were more 
export orders for lard.

The later news appears to have drawn out 
several buying orders from New-York parties, who 
were allthe more willing to invest in wheat as 
stocks are weakening badly. which suggests that 
some other line of pecuniarv effort may be best 
for capital. The result was a decided stitfness here, 
which would probably have been more marked but 
for the decline incorn. There is some reason to 
think that wheat has been sold down too low; if it. 
shall prove that there has been no mistake in the, 
figures as reveived from Washington, it would: 
simply mean that we have already exported more 
than half our available surplus, and that Europe 
will have to bid up for the next she will obtains 
from us. 

There was not mueh shipping demand to-day for 
wheat, but holders were successful in the effort 
to obtain an advance of about 1 cent on Winter 
and % cent on Spring grades. The n:arket on th 
afternoon call recovered to the top prices an 
closed firm. Corn was active and very irregular, 
The market declined 134 cents on November, 1 
cents for the year, 3% cent for January, and 34 cen 
on May, closing % to % cent below the lates 

rices of Thursday, except May, which only elose 
4 cent lower. Our receipts were somewhat 
smaller and the shipments. rather large, 
but the change in the weather made  bearg 
here and perhaps helped to produce 
the decline in New-York, though the 
latter fact may have been chiefly due to the weak- 
ening in stocks there. The demand for futures 
was rather light here all day, and the trade was 
surprised to see that the buying surge of Thursday 
was not continued, while the holdings for this 
month were especially weak, as itis now too late 
to ship to the sea-board to deliver on anything bet 
ter than December prices. Cash corn was in good 
demand early, but No. 2 fell off when futures 
weakened, while the lower grades remained 
steady. There was some rather heavy throw- 
ing of long corn, and apparently a 
good many stop orders to buy for the year at 60 
cents, while there seemed to be little desire to buy 
the November offerings. Of course, no one now 
wants to pay the premium on this month, except ta 
fill shorts, and it isthought that the November 
shorts are pretty well filled up. but, that there is a 
fearful line out for the year, whicn will breed 
trouble, unless the weather of the next six weeks 
should be the very best for corn-drying. The mur- 
ket was steady on the afternoon call, but weak on 
the curbstone later. 

One of the largest pork transactions on record 
was made to-day, being a sale of 25,000 barrels, 
for January delivery, at $17 10. Complaint is made 
by some parties at the stock-yards that old barrels, 
in which sides have been packed, are being used 
by certain packers for pork after having them re- 
coopered at a cost of 39 cents per barrel. Under 
the rules pork thus packed couid not be made reg- 
ular, and although it may readily pass a first iuspec- 
tion and be sold direct to the consumer, the chances 
of its becoming sour, if kept for any length of time, 
are largely in the majority. 

The reported reversal by the appellate court of

The people who think that corn is not wanted in 
Liverpool at present prices may be comforted by 
the assurance thatasale of rejected was made 
here on Thursday at 61 cents to go through, all rail, 
to the sea-board. A letter from Galesburg says 
that farmers in that section are selling corn to 
feeders at 52 cents and 60 cents per 70 pounds, and 
find the crop yield much smaller than they had ex- 
pected.

THE TRADES-UNION PLATFORM. 
LAST DAY’S SESSION OF THE TRADES CON- 
GRESS IN CLEVELAND. 
CLEVELAND, Nov. 24.—The closing session of 
the Trades’ Congress was mainly devoted to a 
closing up of the odds and ends of business. N. H. 
Foster, of Cincinnati, was elected General Secre- 
tary. The naming of the Legislative Committee, 
was left to five members, representing as many 


States, who reported in favor of the following: 
gentlemen: Samuel Gompers, New-York; Robert 
Howard, Fall River, Mass.; Gabriel Edmonston, 
Washington, and Richard Powers, Chicago. These 
members were accepted by the federation. The 
duty of the Legislative Committee is to 
work in the interest of the federation during 
the year. Each member of the new committee 
thanked the federation for the honor conferred, 
and each promised to perform the duty imposed 
upon him to the best of his ability. Foster 
also made a few remarks in accepting the position 
of General Secretary. An invitation from the 
Cleveland Trades’ Assembly inviting the mem- 
bers of the federation to attend a banquet 
at the Streibinger House in the evening 
was accepted with thanks. It was announced 
that the impression had gone ahroad that the fed- 
eration had completely ignored the Knights of 
Labor and refused them admission to their ses- 
sions. The members of the federation wish that 
the mistake be corrected. The Committee on Plat- 
form made its report, which was adopted. 

The — maintains that trade and labor 
unious have the same right as persons or other so- 
cieties to protect their property; that compulsory 
education laws should be enforeed; that laws 
should be made forbidding the employment of chil- 
dren under the age of 14 ip any capacity; that 
uniform apprentice laws should be adopted: that a 
national eight-hour law should be made and en- 
forced; that the contract convict labor system 
should be abolished; that what is known as the 
“order” or “ truck” system of payment should be 
entirely abolished; that laws should be passed that 
will seoure te the working men the first lien upon 
property the product of his labor: that all acts 
known as conspiracy laws should be erased from 
the statute books; that a national bureau of labor 
statistics should be established; that Congress 
should pass an actto prevent the importation of 
foreign labor under contract. and recommending 
that ali trade and labor organizations be advised 
to secure proper representation in all law-making 
bodies by means of the ballot, and to use all honor- 
abie measures to accomplish that result. 

No business of public importance was transacted 
in the efternoon, the consideration of bills and 
their payment being in order. Aftera fervent 
prayer by Kenneth McKenzie, of New-York, the 
congress adjourned until the third Tuesday of 
next August, when it will assemble in New-York.

fHE SITUATION IN PERU STILL UNSATIS- 
FACTORY—SERIOUS SHIPPING QUESTION 
IN COLON. 

PanaMA, Noy. 14.—News from Peru con- 
tinnes unsatisfactory. The Peruvians will not 
make aeombined peace movement, although all 
desire it; so the Chilians are increasing their ex- 
actions in the hope that they will drive their foe to 
sign the peace they want. Another war contribu- 
tion of 100,000 silver soles has been imposed on 50 
of the Peruvian residents of Lima for November, 
payment to be made in eight days, or property to 
the value of the sum demanded will be sold to 
cover the fine. The defaulters for the October 
contribution—six in number—are ealled for by a 
decree of the General-in-Chief, and if they do not 
appear within four days from the 30th of October 
last, they will be considered as Montoneros or 


brigands and shot accordingly. As several of 
these defaulters were so far from Lima that a 
fertnight would be required for their return, it is 
not probable that the sentence will be carried out. 

There are some financial ¢louds on the horizon 
directly affecting the people of Lima, and indi- 
rectly the Chilian rulers. A certain sum has beer 
fxed by the Government of Santiago to be ex- 
pended in the military and civil administration of 
Lima and Callao, and the amonnt is set down at 
below $100,000 monthly. Now, the receipts from 
the Custom-houses are dwindling down to insig- 
nificance, owing to the enormous clearances of the 
past week, in view of the increased duties and the 
absence of the bonded warehouses which are so 
essential in other commercial countries, and the 
difficulty of obtaining money from the impover- 
ished people of the capital is every day more ap- 
parent. Consequently, one of two things must 
happen—the expense must be borne by Peru or by 
Chili, The last supposition is not even possible. 
Hence the certainty of new sacrifices for Peru will 
assuredly hasten peace. ‘ 

A serious shipping guestion seems likely to arise 
in Colon. Tne American brig Mary C. Comery 
arrived in that port some months ago with a cargo 
of lumber for the Boston Ice Company. On arrival, 
aud prior to delivery of the whole of the cargo, 
the Captain claimed his freight money, or @ por- 
tion of it. This the consignee or charterer retused 
to pay, alleging that, as a dispute asto demurrage 
had occurred prior to her leaving Pensacola, the 
Captain might retain some of his cargo in order to 
pay himself for the said demurrage. Much wran- 
gling followed, and the Captain finally offered to 
gell the cargo at auction for account of whom it 
might concern. The representative of the Boston Ice 
Company obtained an order from a court prohibit- 
ing the sale, and then legal quibbling commenced. 
The case was carried first to the State and then to 
the national tribunals, and resulted in the soldiers 
being sent on board at the request of Consul F. W. 
Rice, and the vessel being taken alongside the 
wharf and discharged, The Captain has now re- 
fused to have anything to do with the vessel, and 
altogether there appears material for quite a squab- 
bie, and foraclaim for heavy damages by one of 
the parties to the affair. Mr. Thorington, who was 
Consul in Coion when the question commenced, 
thought the Captain entirelyin theright. Mr. Rico, 
who is now Consul, but who was formerly manager 
of the Boston Ice-house, has taken a different view, 
and stoutly upholds the claims of the consignees. 

The Star and Herald thus remarks on this question: 
“ The case is a serious one, and for the first time 
jn the history of Colon, probably, an American 
vessel has been allowed to remain rotting in the 

arbor for weeks because of a disagreement 

etween the Captain and consignee; the consignee 
bas been kept out of his cargo, although most of it 
was sold, and he has suffered loss and damage 
thereby; the Captain has been arrested, his vessel 
boarded by Colombian soldiers, abandoned by his 
drew in consequence, the vessel hauled alongside 
the wharf, and is now being discharged, literal- 
iy at the point of the bayonet. Above 
she copper the vessel has become wormeaten, and 
yrobably will be condemned. If things go on, the 
unfortunate skipper will find himself with a werth- 
jess ship on his hands, his cargo discharged, and 
ais freight money, after having been placed in the 
hands of a Receiver, embargoed by the consignee 
for damages. He can have the satisfaction of 
knowing that the consignee, whom he has opposed 
30 segeery & will not be long kept out of his 
freight, and the only thing wanting to complete his 
happiness would beto be compeiled to go to his 
Consul at Aspinwall to be sent home as a distressed 
American seaman,” 

A corresponcent writing from Antofagasta, un- 
der date of Oct. 28, says: *' Exports of nitrate of 
soda this month will come up to 8,600 tons, and 
there will then be tonnage loading 5,990 tons more. 
This export has made the port lively, as. in addi- 
tion to vessels loading, there are several discharg- 
ing coal. The silver works of the neighborhood 
have been kept fairly at work during the current 
month with the large supplies of ere brought from 
the new silver mines at Cochinal. This region is 
turning out an immense lot of rich ore, and prom- 
ises to continue doing so. The projected railway 
to the Aguas Blancas is almest an established 
fact, ag it is understood that it is only a 
matter of detail which prevents the work 
being eommenced. The line will certainly 
be profitable, as it could pass through no better 
istrict. It is only partially explored, but every 
place yet prospected teems twith copper, nitrate, 
silver, and other minerals. Borax is about to be 
ahipped from here for the first time. Some 60 tons 
have arrived from Ascata for shipment by the Kos- 
mos Line to Hamburg. There are immense de- 
posits of this product at the place mentioned. and 
a company has been formed in Valparaiso to work 
them and ship the substance in its native state. 

The tenders for the million tons ef guano from 
the southern deposits and Lobos de Afuera, 
offered for sale by the Chilian Government, were 
opened on Oct. 18, the most favorable tender being 
that of M. Balliie, who agreed to deduct from the 
fixed price thereof only 59s. 10d. per ton for freight 
and all other charges attendant upon its realiza- 
tion in the various markets, which, it will be seen. 
affords only a low rate of freight. By the terms of 
the Government decrees forming the basis of the 
purchase and loading contracts the latter must be 
awarded 15 days from above date, but loading may 
not commence for 100 days afterward. During the 
month following these 100 days allowed for pre- 
paratory works at the deposits 5,000 tons must be 
shipped, next moth 10,000 tons, and the third and 
gvery succeeding month until completion of con- 

25,000 tons.

A fire broke out in the fourth story of 
Charles Baker & Co.'s large lumber mill in Worces- 
ter, Mass., yesterday forenoon. The flames burned 
through the roof, but were prevented from spread- 
ing to the lower stories, whick were only damaged 
by water. Baker & Co. are insured for $5,000, di- 
vided among the 4Aitna, Hartford Home, Royal, 
Pheenix, of Hartford: Phenix, of Brooklyn; Fire 
Association, of Philadelphia; North British, Com- 
mercial Union, Lancashire, Connecticut, Hamburg, 
and Lion. The insurance will hardly cover the 
loss. The Clowes & Gates Manufacturing Com- 
pany’s premises were damaged by water, but are 
insured for $1,500 each in the City of London and 
Metropolis, and $500 each in the First National and 
Security. C. C. T. Thomas, wood turner, also suf- 
fers a loss, which is partly covered by an insurance 
of $1,000 in the Commercial, of New-York. C, T, 
Johnson loses $2,500, against which there is no in- 
surance. 

A fire broke out at 2 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing in Montcalm Ward, Quebec, in Grant's shoe 
factory. which isa total loss. There is no clue as 
yet to the origin of the fire. It is thought that the 
insurances will exceed $50,000, but $100,000 will 
hardly cover the loss. The company did not keep 
avery large stock of manufactured goods, but 
there was a great deal of leather in the building, 
$4,000 worth having been received yesterday. 

Shortly after 2 o’clock yesterday morning 
a fire broke out in the boarding-house of Mrs. 
Ralph Lord, on South Tennessee-street, Indian- 
apolis, destroying the rear portion of the buiiding. 
Two servants—Katie Daily and Ellen Keenan— 
who were sleeping iv an upper room, perished. It 
is supposed that they were suffocated by smoke 
and unable to find their way out. The loss on 
building and furniture is about $5,000. 

The steamer Rotary, of the Roanoke, Norfolk 
and Baltimore Steam-boat Company, was burned 
Wednesday night at Astoria. Roanoke River, Va. 
She was receiving a cargofer Baltimore at the 
time of the fire. About 240 bales of cotton and 
some general freight were destroyed or damaged 
by being thrown overboard. The fire is supposed 
ta have originated in the fire-room. 

Ycsterday morning a fire at Glen Gardner, 
N. J., destroyed a single and a double dwelling and 
the temperance hall, all frame structures. Most 
of the housebold effects were saved. The single 
dwelling was occupied by William Lisk and the

8. Wilson, The property was owned by Dr. T. 
Edgar Hunt, and was insured. 

Cedar Ridge, the well-known sportsmen’s 
tavern, near Fond Corner, N.J., and the oldest 
landmark in Hunterdon County, was destroyed 
by fire on Thursday afternoon, together with four 
out-buildings, Many valuable paintings that can- 
not be replaced were destroyed. The loss will 
exceed $14,000. No insurance. 

A careful estimate shows that the aggregate 
losses by fire in the Ontario Mill, Philadelphia, on 
Thursday night, was $25,000, distributed as follows: 
Priestly & Brother, $11,000; Madeley & Titlow, $12,-

THE PAYMENT OF LOST REGIS- 
TERED BONDS. 

AN OPINION BY CONTROLLER LAWRENCE— 
FEDERAL BONDS ASSIGNABLE BUT NOT 
NEGOTIABLE—LEGAL REQUIREMENTS IN 
CASES OF LOSS. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—First Controller 
Lawrence has rendered an opinion in the matter 
of the payment of a lost registered bond witha 
blank indorsement made thereon by the payee, 
but with no certificate of the acknowledgment of 
the execution thereon. The question was whether, 
if an imperfect assignment is made by the payee in 
a registered bond to a purchaser, for sufficient 
value paid, a court of equity may enjoin the payee 
from receiving payment of the bond and decree a 
specific performance of the assignment. The Firat 
Controller decides: 1. The United States may, ina 
proper case, file a bill of interpleader to determine 
the rights cf adverse parties claiming right 
to payment of a registered Government bond. 
2. The Assignee of a chose in action is subject to 
all the equities between the assignor and the 
debtor, but the holder of a negotiable instrument, 


indorsed for value in the usual course of business 
before maturity. takes it relieved of such equities, 
and is entitied to payment as against all the world. 
8. Registered bonds of the United States are as- 
signable, but not negotiable. They have some but 
not all the attributes of negotiability. 4. The Sec- 
retary of the Treasury has authority to prescribe 
regulations relative to the transfer on the books 
ofthe Treasury Department of registered bonds, 
and to require assignments to be acknowledged 
before such officers as he may designate as a 
condition precedent to a right of transfer. 5. 
The payee in a registered bond, who executes 
and acknowledges a blank assignment thereof 
duly certified, and permits it to pass before ma- 
turity to a bona fide purchaser for value in the 
usual course of business, will generally be estopped 
from denying the right of such purchaser to a 
transfer or payment of such bond, especially if 
such purchaser is without notice in law or faet that 
the bond ws put in circulation with a blank as- 
signment. 6. The legal title to a registered bond 
of the United States only passes by atransfer on 
the books of the Treasury Department, but the 
right to a transfer is perfect when an assignment in 
due form is properly filed in the department. 7. 
A bona fide purchaser of a bond issued 
to him by duly authorized officers is 
generally entitled to be protected (1) against irreg- 
ularities preceding the issue, (2) and as it has 
been held in case a new bond is issued in lieu of 
one assigned to him and surrendered for reissue, 
and (3) in some cases of successive transfers of 
bonds assigned in blank with a duly certified ac- 
knowledgment of execution of assignment. 8. 
When the payee in a registered bond of the United 
States in good faith makes an indorsement in blank 
and it is lost without any certificate of acknowl- 
edgment of the execution of the assignment 
thereon, and passes into the hands of a bona fide 
purchaser for value before maturity, and in the 
usual course of business, the payee is not estopped 
from asserting his rights in such bonds.

COURT OF ALABAMA CLAIMS. 
DECISIONS RENDERED IN TWO CASES—AD- 
JOURNMENT TO JAN. 17. 
WASHINGTON, Noy. 24.—The following is 


the text of the decisions rendered to-day by the 
court of Alabama claims: 


Jireh Swirtet al. vs, The United States—No. 141.— 
In the above entitled cause the court orders judg- 
ment for the claimants for the sum of $198 34, that 
being the amount of premiums for war risks paid 
by them on their own account, with interest to be 
computed from Dee. 27, 1865; entry of judgment 
to be suspended until the claimants shall have of- 
fered, if they so desire, to amend their petition so 
far as respects the claim made for premiums paid 
on account of Kehne and Adams, in accordance 
with the following construction of the statute, 
which the court has adopted and will recognize in 
this case and like cases hereafter to be presented, 
viz.: Where the payment of premiums for war 
risks was made by one party, in his own name, for 
the benefit of others, and the amount of such pay- 
ment has been refunded to him in whole orin part 
by those for whom it was paid, the petition may be 
made and sworn in thé name of the party so pay- 
ing the premiums, or, in case of his decease, by his 
personal representative, for and on behalf of those 
for whose benefit said premiums were paid, and 
separate judgments shall be entered in favor ot 
the pasties beneficially interested. In such petition 
it shall be necessary to set out the names and resi- 
dences of the parties having the beneficial interest, 
the amounts of their respective interests, and all 
other facts regarding them required of a petition 
under rule 3 of this court. 

Henry A. Barling et al., Eaecutors, &c., vs. The 
United states—No. 214.—In the above entitled 
cause, erdered that the petition be dismissed; 
entry of judgment to be suspended until the pres- 
ent claimants shall have offered, if they so desire, 
to amend their claim in accordance with the con- 
struction of the statute adopted by the court in 
No. 141, Jireh Swift et al., vs. The United States. 

The court announced that in the matter of al- 
lowing interest—which had been argued before 
them—they would adhere to the practice of the 
former court and certify the interest with the 
judgment, but on a separate statement. As only 
oue case was found to be ready for trial, the court 
was adjourned to Jan. 17, when the case of Samuel 
Stephens vs. The United States will be taken up. 
About 900 claims have already been docketed, and 
it is believed the total mumber will reach 4,000. 
The time within whieh claims can be presented 
and placed upon the docket expires Jan. 14.

UP IN AN ASYLUM. 

Patrick Teviin, a blacksmith, whose shop is 
in Monroe-street, Elizabeth, N. J., was at work

children clinging to her skirts, dashed in at the 
open doorway. She wore neither hat nor shawl, 
and was apparently badly frightened. He recog- 
nized her as a Mrs. Craig, living on Parker’s Lane, 
a mile or more away, whom he had known from 
her early childhood. She said that two men were 
pursuing her, and that she had fied to his shop to 


escape them. He gallantly promised to protect 
her, and she and the little ones were huddled 
in a corner of the blacksmith’s shop. The 
quartet were the wife and children of a 
coachman who is well known in Elizabeth. 
Craig had gone before the Union County Court of 
Common Pleas, and, declaring that his wife was 
insane, asked her commitment to the lunatic 
asylum. The certificate of two physicians, one of 
them County Physician Terrill, was secured, and 
Judge McCormack issued a warrant for her appre- 
Thursday morning a 
coach drove up to the door of her house. ‘iiwo 
men, who said they were constables, alighted from 
it and called for Mrs. Craig. When she responded 
they showed her a commitment, and said they had 
come to take her to the asylum at Morris Plains. 
It was the first intimation that she had had that 
she was suspected of insanity, and she heard the 
announcement with an astonishment that almost 
naralyzed her. Ske begged to be left alone, and 
when she found the constables inexorable retired 
to a room to prepare herself for the 
Once out of sight of the officers she took her infant 
babe from its bed, and, wrapping a shawl around 


darted out of the back door. 

The woman and the iittle ones had gone some 
distance when the constables discovered her flight. 
They leaped into the coach, and, directing the col- 
ored driver to travel with all possible speed, started 
in pursuit. The chase was kept up for a mile, but 
the woman, handicapped as she was by the little 
children that hung to her dress, managed to keep 
the pursuing party at a safe distance behind till 
she reached the door of Teviin’s shop. As soon as 
the chivalrous blacksmith had learned her story, 
he declared that no man should tay hands on ber 
there, and calmly awaited the arrival of the offi- 
cers. When they appeared at the door, demand- 
ing the woman, Tevlin reasoned with them. The 
display of his muscular arm added effectiveness to 
his reasoning. 

“That woman,” he said, ‘*is no more insane 
than you are. You cannot take her from here. 

3ut I will call her brothers-in-law, and if they are 
willing to surrender her to you, they may.”’ 

The constables knew there would be trou- 
ble if they attempted to take the woman by force, 
and consented to await the arrival of her friends. 
Three brothers-in-law answered the blacksmith’s 
summons promptly, and when they learned the 
facts they were three very angry men. They met the 
demand for the woman's surrender as defiantly 
as had the blacksmith. The ofticers tried to reason 
with them, but could not induce them to give her 
And finally they went away 
with profuse apologies to the effect that they had 
no interest in the matter and were oniy discharg- 
ing a duty the court had imposed upon them. The 
woman was taken tothe homeof oneof her sis- 
ters, named Davis, and there she remained yester- 
day, the whote neighborhood standing guard, as it 
were, over her. 

Mrs. Craig’s family declare that she is not insane, 
and there are suspicions that her husband’s effort 
to incarcerate her is prompted only by a desire to 
get rid of her. The matter has been brought fur- 
ther to the attention of Judge McCormack, ana it 
is said that he has consented to give it careful in- 
vestigation and revoke the order, if it works injus- 
tice. 


A BRUTAL FATHER 
sino lpconaa 
Patrick Quinn, a resident of Jay-street, Jer- 
sey City Heights, was placed on trial in Judge Gar- 
retson’s court, yesterday, on a charge of having 
brutally ill-treated his crippled son. The boy, who 
is only 6 years old, is suffering from a hip disease 
that has deformed him. From the time he became 
able to walk he seems to have been the special vic- 


tim of his father’s violence. On two occasions 
previous to yesterday the father had been arraigned 
for ill-treating the boy. Conviction followed both 
times, but the court, on the strength of his promise 
to do better, !et him off, the first time with a fine 
of $25 and the second with a fine of $50. At the 
trial yesterday, Officer Cox testified that about 1:30 
o'clock on the morning of Nov. 12 he was passing 
Quinn's house when he heard the boy pleading 
for mercy. Looking in through the window he 
saw the boy on the floor and the father 
belaboring him with a broomstick. Just as 
Quinn, who bad dropped the broomstick, was in 
the act of seizing a smoothing-iron from the stove 
with tne evident intention of continuing the as- 
sault, the officer tapped onthe window and or- 
dered him to desist. When the officer climbed 
into the house through the window he saw that 
the boy was covered with blood, and there were 
blood stains on the broom-handle. Mrs, Quinn, 
who was sworn for the defense, made an evident 
effort to shield her husband by saying that he had 
only struck the boy withastrap she produced. 
But on cross-examination she was obliged to ¢con-

fess that he had beaten her too, just before beat- | 


ing the boy, saying to her ashe did it, that she 
ought to be up atiending to ber work. The court 
promptiy convicted him, and he was directed to 
stand up for. sentence. * Generally, said 
Judge Garretson, ‘‘when Providence provides 
people with children they are given affection 
enough to take care of them. You have none. I 
have never seen sucha caseof brutality since I 
have been in this court, and that has been many 
years. The court, unfortunately, cannot imprison 
you under this conviction for a longer period than 
two years, but we can inflict the full penalty ana 
that we propose to do. You are senteneed to con- 
finement in the State prison at hard labor for two 
years, and thence till tne costs of prosecution are 
paid.” Quinn was taken to jail to await transpor- 
tation to Trenton.

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FILIPPO DONNARUMMA’S LOSS. 








FIRE DESTROYING ART TREASURES AND 
PICTURES VALUED AT $35,000. 

The oil-paintings, drawings, designs, models, 
library, and works of art collected in 30 years by 
Filippo Donnarumma, the deeorator, were de- 
stroyed by fire last night, and the loss is from $30.- 
000 to $35,000 according to Mr. Donnarumma’s esti- 
mates. He is insured for about $10,000. Mr. Don- 
narumma, who was the frescoer and decorator for 
the Tweed Ring, and whose signature was 
forged to warrants for large sums, continued in 
business as an art decorator after the collapse of 
the clique who used him as atool. His son Frank 
opened a restaurant at No. 51 Third-avenue, oecu- 
pying at ftiret the ground floor and base- 
ment. Filippo moved there with his art 
treasures and library, and occupied the sec- 
ond and third floors, where he had his office. 
Recently his son’s business demanded more room 
and his father’s property was closely packed in a 
rear room on the third floor. He and his family 
occupied the front rooms of this floor. Yesterday 
the wife of Mr. Donnarumma, Sr., went to a 
funeral at Hackensack, and last evening her hus- 
hand remained in the restaurant. At 9:20 0’clock 
fire broke out in the rear room on the third floor, 
and made such rapid progress that nothing could 
be saved. The firemen had the fire under control 
at 10 o’clock, when the third floor was gutted and 
the ? od of No. 49 Third-avenue was slightly dam- 
aged. 

The insurance patrolmen rated the fire at first 
at $1,000, but when Mr. Donnarumma was 
sufficiently calm to talk over business matters, he 
said that his loss would be from $80,000 to $35,000, 
as all his property was destroyed orruined. His 
wife alone could tell the amount ot his insurance, 
but he believed that it would be found to be about 
$10,000, including the policies taken out on the 
furniture. He included in his loss eight or nine 
portfolios of drawings and designs, worth from 
$400 to $1,500 each, and about $20,000 worth of oil- 
paintings, chiefly by Italian masters, whose names, 
which are on the insurance policies, he could not 
remember. The insurance on the oil-paintings was 
about $6,000. Frank Donnarumma’s loss is less 
than $500. His property was damaged by water, 
The damage to the buildings is less than $1,500, 
After the fire search was made for $1,000 worth of 
solid silver which was kept on the third floor ina 
tin box undera bed. The bed was burned, but the 
box and its contents were all right. The fire in- 
surance patrolmen in “cleaning up’ threw some 
of the portfolios, in which were drawings and de- 
signs pot entirely destroyed, out of the front win- 
dows into the street, but Superintendent Wilson 
had every fragment that looked like a work of art 
collected and placed in the restaurant.

THE SEVENTY-FIRST REGIMENT FAIR. 
The Seventy-first Regiment, ‘‘ American 

Guard,” was first called into active promiaence by 

its prompt response toa summons from the civil 


mob, captured its cannon, and returned in triumph 
to itsarmory. The regiment was among the first 


to volunteer its services in the defense of Washing- 
ton in 1861. It left thia City on April 21, in that 
year, with 875 men and officers, and went to Wash- 
ington by way of Annapolis. Its ranks were dimin- 
ished in the first battle of Bull Run. After the 
emergency which demanded its services had 
passed the regiment returned to this City. 
When the War Department called on this State 
for troops in May, 1862, the Seventy-first 
again volunteered and was a second time assigned 
to assist in the defense of the city of Washington. 
It volunteered its services fora further period, at 
the expiration of its term of three months, and re- 
mained in the Federal service until September, 
1862, when it was mustered out. The regiment re- 
sponded to a call for troops for the defense of 
Pennsylvania during its iavasion in 1863. In addi- 
tion to this service, the regiment furnished to the 
volunteer and regular forces of the Army and Navy 
435 officers. Since the war the Seventy-first has 
performed effective duty, both in the riots of 171 
and 1877, The regiment is now making an effort to 
secure a new armory. lts quarters are without 
doubt worse than those occupied by any other sub- 
division in the State. Part of the building which 
it occupies tumbled down a few years ago, and in 
case of riot or invasion its destruction by an or- 
ganized mob would be an easy matter. I{n order 
to secure a building fund the regiment will bald a 
fair in its armory, beginning on Monday, Dec, 11. 
An appeal has been made by the committee, of 
whom Surgeon Joseph D. Bryant is Chairman, to 
the public for subscriptions of money or articles to 
be disposed of at the fair.

TUE DEATH OF HENRY DAUCHERT. 

Coroner Brady held a preliminary investiga- 
tion yesterday afternoon into the circumstances 
of the death of Henry Dauchert, the German 
watch repairer, of No. 451 Grand-street, who was 
reported to have committed suicide by taking 
cyanide of potassium. Dauchert was served on 
Thursday by City Marshal George J. Smith wita 
a judgment of $15 52, for violationof a Corpora- 
tion ordinance in hanging a sign before his shop. 
He was unable to pay more than $5o0n account of 


the judgment, and was threatened by the Marshal 
with imprisonment unless the remainder was paid 





by Monday next. Mrs. Daucnert testified that 
her husband went out after the Marsfal 
went away and sought tbe intervention 


of ex-Judge Timothy J. Campbell and other politi- 
cians to have the judgment vacated, and on their 
refusal to interest themselves in the matter he re- 
turned home depressed, aud soon after told her 
that he had taken cyanide of potassium, He died 
soon afterward. In view of this testimony Coro- 
ner Brady did not deem it mecessary to order-an 
autopsy, and a burial permit was granted. The 
inquest will be held early in the coming week. 
George J. Smith, the Marshal who served the 
judgment, said that he was not severe in the ser- 
vice of it, and that he did not go back after 
Dauchert’s death and seek to recover the receipt 
he had given by offering to return $5. The judg- 
ment was obtained by the Corporation Attorney in 
the Fifth Judicial District Court pefore Justice Me- 
Carthy on July 21. .

A strong north-west wind began to blow 
about sun-rise yesterday morning. It increased in 
velocity as the sun ascended toward the meridian, 
and at noon a gale of 25 miles an hour was blowing 
in this City.

FIFTY YEARS A JOCKEY. 
DEATH OF GILPATRICK, WHO HAD RIDDEW 
OVER FIVE THOUSAND RACES, 

Gilbert Watson Partrick, the famous jockey, 
who has been known as Gilpatrick on all the fa. 
mous racing-tracks of this country for tke past half- 
century, isdead. He caught cold atthe meeting 
at Jerome Park, on election day, and this cold re- 
sulted in a severe attack of pneumonia, from which 
he died on Thursday afternoon, at his residence, in 
a tenement-house at No. 433 Second-avenue. Dur- 
ing his nearly 50 years on the turf, Partrick made 
over 5,000 mounts and was a winner in four-fifths 
of these—a record equaled by no jockey that evel 


lived. He wen over $2.000,000 in stakes, in the 
races in which he rode for the gentiemen whos¢ 


horses he mounted, and yet was himself iz 
absolute want of the necessaries of life at 
the time ef his death. To their distredit 


be it said that when appealed to for assistance, the 
gentlemen for whom he had won thousands of dol- 
lars absolutely refused him assistance. Gilpatrick 
was made famous as the rider of Boston and his 
famous sons, Lexington and Lecomte, and also of 
Alice Corneal, the dam of the former. He rode 
Lexington in the last race in which that famons 
sire contested. which was a four-mile heat race, 
run at the Metairie Course, at New-Orleans, April 
14, 1855, when Lexington beat his famous brother, 
Lecomte, making arecord of 7:23°%%. Gilnatrick 
aiso rode Lexiugton a short time previous to this 
Tace over the same course in a contest against 
time fora stake of $20,000, when Lexington made 
his famous four-mile record of 7:19°4. which stood 
as the best record for 20 years, until Fellowcraft 
beat it by a quarter of a second. Partrick alsa 
rode in the famous international rac¢ 
the Goodwood Cup in England, be 
ing mounted on Richard Ten Broeck’s Prioress, 
The race was won by the English horse Leper ohne 
and Partrick always claimed that his being ordere 
to run a waiting race was the only reason why hé¢ 
did not land a winner. Partrick rode Post Boy in 
& great race between representative horses of tha 
North and the South for a post stake of $5,000, in 
which Bascomb, whe represented the South, was 
the winner. He was again mounted on the North 
ern representative, Boston, in a four-mile heat 
match against Fashion, the Southern representa 
tive. for stakes worth $20,000. which race thé 
latter won, Boston being in such an ugly tem: 
per as to be uncontrollable during the conr 
test. Boston, at that timo, tried to bit 
Partrick, but only succeeded in tearinga gash 
inches in length in bis own side. Mounted on Kem 
tucky, he won the first race forthe Travers Stake 
at Saratoga in 1863, beating the famous Tipperary. 
In 1839 Partrick was employed by Col. Wade Hamp. 
ton and rode his Emily and Monarch as winners ia 
all the three and four mile races in which they cons 
tested in Columbia anda Charleston, S. C., and An- 
gusta, Ga. From 1844 to 1856 he rode during the 
seasons on the Canadian tracks at Montreal, To- 
ronto, Niagara, Ontario, Hamilton, and Quebec. 
Planet, Arrow, Skedaddle, Highlander, Lady Clif- 
ton, and Ruthless were among the other femoug 
horses he rode past the post in the lead. 

Partrick was born of English parents at Fishkill 
Plains, Dutehess County. near Poughkeepsie, in 
1817. His first race was ridden when he was only 
14 years old, and when his weight with saddle wag 
only 65 pounds. This was run over the Unior 
Course, on Long Island, and was arun for mil¢ 
heats, the stakes being a pipe of wine. He wad 
mounted on a colt known as Wild Bill, and owned 
by Mr. John Coster,of this City. He carried his horse 
to victory in two straight heats. Since that time 
he has sat on the backs of over 2.000 different 
horses while they were contesting on the track, hig 
last race being ridden at Brighton Beach, in 
1879, when Mr. Partrick was over 62 yearg 
ef age. Funeral services will be held at 
10 o'clock this morning at the late residence of the 
deceased man. the Rev. Dr. Walker officiating, 
and the body will be taken to Poughkeepsie for in- 
terment. Mr, Partrick leaves a widow, whoisa 
sufferer from cancer,and whose health is suck 
that it is feared the death of her husband will re 
sult fatally to her, Ske is to be removed to a hos 
pital, and an effort will be made to raise money 
among the horsemen of the City to provide foi 
her comfort during the remuinder of her life. Sne 
Was 2 constant attendant at the bedside of her 
dying husband, whose last days were spent ina 
wandering recital of the great contests in which 
he participated.

THE SAGINAW DISASTER. 
TESTIMONY BEFORE CORONER KELLER, O8 
BROOKLYN.

tified that he saw the City of Worcester 
when she was 2 quarter of amile away from the 
tow.

have been prevented. Mr. Gilman pulled Capt.

Witness heard one 
of the stewards say, ** This is the third or fourth 
accident the steamer has had, and it is time it was 
stopped.””

STUDIES IN FUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

The Standing Committee of the Board of 
Education on Course of Studies continued yester- 
day ita private examimation of teachers to ascer- 
tain whetber or not scholars in the public schools 
are overtasked.

In the opinion of some of the laaies, 
too many studies were reauired of the girls. This 
difficulty could be obviated by omitting the mor¢ 
teshnical studies. Some of the gentlemen were iz 
favor of more practical and less theoretical work, 
while others were strenuously opposed to lowering 
the grade of studies by dispensing with any of the 
higher branches. The session, which lasted several} 
hours, was adjourned until Monday, and on Dee. 
the conclusions of the eammittee will be report 
to the Board of Education.

THE GAMBLING IN GRAIN 


BY THE SENATE COMMIITHE. 
#AMBLING TRANSACTIONS GENERALLY DIS- 
CUSSED—MR. F. B. THURBER’S VIEWS 


ON THE SUBJECT—WHAT MR. WILLIAM 
DOWD SAYS. 


The Senate committee which has been en- 
aged in investigating ‘‘corners” and other gam- 
bling transactions in grain and food products, and 
their effect upon commerce and influence apon 
the public welfare held another session yesterday 
at the Metropolitan Hotel. Senator John G. Boyd, 
its Chairman, and Senator Jchn W. Browning were 
the only two members present. The eommittee 
has been to Buffalo since its meeting in this City 
last Summer, and nas secured much valuable in- 
information, some of it relating to the objection- 
able buchet-shop system of speculation. Upon the 
streneth of it Sergeant-at-arms John W, Corning 
bas been able to determine the location of two of 
these shops in this City, and to subpeena their 


proprietors, A full explanation of the pecullar 
methods of this class of speculators will doubtiess 
be secured by the committee. At yesterday’s meet- 
ng gambling transactions generally were dis- 
cussed. “ Pinkeys,”’ which are not uncommon in 
the game of *‘draw,”’ jack pots. “splits,” which 
are peculiar to the pastime called faro, the in 
tricacies of the mutual pool system of betting 
upon horse flesb, were ail spoken of as companion 
evils with the calls and options so familiar to those 
who resort to ihe Steck and Produce Exchanges. 
Mr. Francis B. Thurber, wholesale grocer and 
dezler in food products, was the first witness. He 
presented his views upon grain gamblizgin a paper 
which had been carefully prepared in advance. 
The classifying or grading of goo.!s, he said, had 
given rise to a system of dealing in * futures,” 
which meant much more than sales for future de- 
livery, and io reality indicated a gigantic system of 
gambling which had infested a large portion of the 
community. This was not only demoralizing 
to those who participated in these practices. 
but it affected the material interests of 
both produgers and consumers, as well as 
those of legitimate traders, by forcibly setting the 
clock hands of value back and forth, and alternate- 
ly making all of these classes pay tribute to the 
combinations which manipulated first one and 
then another of the great staples which en- 
tered into daily consumption. The Standard Oil 
Company was one of the best examples of this claes 
of combinations, Through its speculative manipu- 
lations it had within a few weeks more than dou- 
bled the price of crude oil, and had reaped profits 
variously estimated at from $20,000,000 to $40,000,000, 
Another combinationjhad obtained control of pork, 
and compelled the consuming public to pay 50 per 
cent. more for its supplies. Such operations as 
these had become popularly known as cor- 
ners, Corners were made unlawful by special 
statute in lilinois, and although the evil had not 
been entirely eradicated, it had been largely tim- 
Ited in its operations. Mr. Thurber would, there- 
fore, make corners unlawful, and educate public 
opinion unti! the luw couid be enforced. He would 
limit the speculation by prohibiting the buying or 
selling on *‘ margins,” aud also all other gambling 
devices, such as ** puts,” * calis,” and “ straddles.” 
He would prohibit aman selling what he did not 
possess, excepting in the case of a farm or factory, 
where the growing crop or regular product fur- 
nished a reasonable basis in legitimate trade for 
puch transactions. In short, he would make ac- 
tual delivery a basis for a lawful transaction. 
On cross-examination, Mr. Thurber said 
State le; 
to correct the evil, and possibly national !egisla- 
lation as well. There was every indication that 
the speculative mania, especially in food products, 
Was extending very rapidly. It tended to dissatis- 
fy business men with the legitimate and regular 
course of business in which they had been brought 
np. It tended to make them reckless in their 
transactions, and it was certainly debasing in its 
morai efiects. As a considerable portion of so-

ciety was composed of business men, tho 
general welfare of society was unfavorably 
atiected by their practices in this direction. The 


effect upon the labor interests was to create ex- 
treme activity and extreme dullness in the various 
branches of manufacture und production. It 
tenued to make the occupation of laboring men 
less continuous and regular. When these corners 
were being run the effect was to raise the Ameri- 
can market above the European, to shut off the 
Bupply which would naturally go across the water, 
nod so lose to this country a great deai ot trade. 
Failures, breaches of trust on the part of officers 
of moneyed institutions, were reported from time 
to time in the public prints as being the result of 
this speculative mania, 

Senator Browning--Suppose I should send out 
agents through the West and pay a certain ad- 
Vance on the crops which are to be plant- 
ed for another year, thus securing con- 
trol of them ahead, and should proceed to 
sell upon my prospects. What law could be framed 
on that point? Who would you punish? 

Mr. should not meddle with the 





. VThurber—I 
farmer, or with the miller, who does this thing in 
order to bring grist to his mill, because this busi- 
ness is legitimate. I should move against the men 
who acted as you have assumed, and who, in Other 
words, isaspeculator. There are pienty of men 
in this community who stand high in the chureh, 
and who are considered reputable, who are daily 
dealing in these corners. Now, if alaw was passed 
making the practice illegal, these men would not 
touch corners witha 10-foot pole, simply because 
they were illegal. 

Senator Browning-—The question is how can the 
law interfere to prevent the making of contracts, 
which is practically what is done by the man in the 
ease which I have cited as oan illustration. Can 
daily calls on 'Change be prevented ? 

Mr. Thurber—In regulating the method of deal- 
ing it ought to be recognized that any combina- 
tion that aims to get hold of the necessaries of life 


and tax the consumer thereby is unlawful, 
for no man has the right to make all 
the rest of the people tributary to him. I 


would make the practice unconstitutional. I would 
draw the line, however, between, for instance, the 
miller, who has his mill and whose business is cer- 
tainly legitimate, and the speculator, who has 
pothing but an office—and very frequently not that 
-and a certain amount of money with which to 
ypeculate at the expense of his fellow-men. I 
would absolutely prohibit the dealing in margins, 
toaking every man pay in full for tne certificates in 
which he invests. These new methods of doing 
susiness, which are attended by new evils, must 
be met with new remedies, based on the broad 
principle, *‘the welfare of the many,” which is 
always superior or ought to be tothe welfare of 
the few. Both national and State legislation would 
seem to be necessary to regulate these evils. Legis- 
lation can’t accomplish everything, but it can do 
much in this matter. Il agree with you, Mr. Brown- 
ing, that the prevention of calis on Change and of 
ew without delivery would largely remedy the 
pvil. 

Senator Browning here gavea graphic descrip- 
tion of the bucket shops. two of which are in tbis 
City, and are devoted fexclusively to dealing in 

ptions. Their methods, he said, were very much 
jike the operations ot a mutual pool-room, a com- 
piete description of which by the Senator was 
also listened to very attentively by the reporters 
and witnesses. Theideaof levyingaiax upon these 
speculative operations to repress them was sug- 
gested by Senator Browning. Mr. Thurber agreed 
that this might have a very beneficial effect. 

Mr. William Dowd, President of the Bank of 
North America, President of the Hannibal and St. 
Joseph, testified that corners in produce, in his 
opinion, were injurious. In general terms, the 
pystem was a gambling one. It was injurious on 
railroad interests. For instance, products might 
be cornered at some particular point and when 
they come to be moved great difficulty and incon- 
venience were sustained by the companies. The 
laboring classes were injuriously affected as well. 
Banking interests were affected by the extraordl- 
nary demand for money at timesand by the fluctua- 
tion of values. It was certainly more desirable that 
business of all kinds should move along on an even 
keel, without being subjected to any such inter- 
ruptions as flowed from theses operations. It was 
the duty of the Legislature to take some action in 
the matter in order to protect the people. He 
could not suggest any form of law that would se- 
pure the needed protection, because he had given 
po great study to the subject. Activity and dull- 
pessin banking affairs were traceable to these 
operations in many cases. 

Seth H. Grant, Superintendent of the Produce 
Exchange, testified that be was tolerably familiar 
with the rules of the Exchange. His duties were 
purely executive and he paid little or no attention 
to the markets. He explained, at Senator Boyd’s 
request, the system of margins, Therules required 
B certain amount to |e put up on each bushel of 
grain. Either party had the right to make a call 
for this margin on the original transaction— 
called an original margin; also to call for 
variations in the market. If the margin 
was not put up the offending party was likely to 
be called to account by the board. The margins 
ranged from $250 to $800. The grain was seld in 
lots of 500 to 8,000 bushels. Both buyer and seller 
were required to put up these margins as a matter 
of protection. If the prices go down the seller ia 
called upon for additional margins. The pur- 
chaser, if the market goes against him, is required 
to do the same thing. These calls were 

ade according to the fluctuations, sometimes 

eing made once or twice, and again eight or ten 
times, a day. He should not term the process 
gambling, butspeculation. It partook of the na- 
ture of a bet or a Wazer—one man betting that the 
rice weuld go up and another that it would go 
owu. Thousands of bushels of grain were in- 
yolved in the daily transactions. Day before yes- 
jerday the amount of margins put up was $625,- 
y0—the largest ever put up in oneday. From 
he tirst of January lat to to-day the 
zgmoupnt must be abont $17,000,000. Many 
of these transactions were purely legitimate, 
although those of a speculative nature were 
largely in the majority. He had never reached a 
conviction as to the bearing which these opera- 
tions had on commerce. They began some five 
years ago, and had been growing since. He did 
not think thev affected dealers outside of the Ex- 
change, or vaiues. Very few failures had resulted 
from this class of transactions, perbaps half a 
fiozen in the eourse of the past year. He knew 
pf no bucket shops, and had had _ transac- 
fons with none in any part of the State. 
his judgment the Exchange had not exceeded 
pay of its functions in countenancing this class of 
usiness. The rules were very strict, and members 
ere obliged to live up to them. There was noth- 
ng in the charter to prohibit the dealing in mar- 
gins and futures. At the request of Mr. Boyd the 
withess gave a very minute description of the deal- 
ings that daily occur on the Exchange floor. The 
theory on which the dealings in margins was con- 
Aucted was that ali grain or produce bought or sold 
4 poy greatly facilitated b:

In 1876 no. grain 
was sold on cal, In 1877 about 15,000,000 bushels 
was sold, and in 1881 nearly three times that 
amount. In 1874 certificates of membership to the 
Exchange were $500. To day;$2,750 was bid, $2, 


was asked, and the last price obtained by 
the Exchange was $2,500. The fact that 
the Exchange had = limited membership 


it 8,000 no doubt had the effect of increasing the 
value of these seats, and made speculation in them 
possible to a limited extent. If the system of calls 
were abolished & reduction in the volume of the 
Exchange's business would perhaps be the result. 
He did not think that the system of calls was abso- 
jutely necessary, but it doubtless had its advan- 
tages to dealers. He did not know that it ne- 
cessarily affected legitimate business, No doubt if 
the system was made illegal it would have a great 
deal of effect on “future” transactions, for men 
would realize that they engaged in them at a peril, 
He had no doubt thatall the requirements of the 
law of supply and demand would be met just as 
wel! if the system of calls was abolished.

THE TRIAL OF JOHN DEVOY. 
See RRS Pres 
THE ALLEGED LIBEL AGAINST AUGUST BEL- 
MONT. 

The case of John Devoy, editor of the Irish 
Nation, indicted fer libel on complaint of August 
Belmont, the banker, in which a jury was obtained 
on ‘thursday evening, was resumed before Judge 
Cowing, in the General Sessions Court, yesterday. 
The defendant was accompanied by his counsel, 
Messrs. William A. Beach and Edward Browne, 
and Mr. W. W. MacFariand, counsel for Mr. Bel- 
mont, assisted Col. Fellows, Assistant District At- 


torney, in the prosecution of the case. In opening 
the case Mr, Fellows said that in ordinary criminal 
cases juries were made the absolute judges of the 
tacts und the Judges the sole authorities for the 
law. In cases of criminal libel, however, the jury 
was made the judge of the law as well as the facts, 
The defendant, John Devoy. he said, had been in- 
dicted for criminal libel in an article published 
in the /rish ation on Sept. 30 last, in 
which, commenting on an extract. from another 
paper on the candidacy of Perry Belmont, son of 
August Belmont, for Congress in the First District, 
he charged Mr. August Belmont, acting in the in- 
terests of a foreign Government and in violation of 
the trust reposed in him asa banker, with having 
refused to surrender certain moneys intrusted to 
him by John O’Mahony, Chief ‘of the Fenian 
Brotherhood in 1865, to be forwarded toa gentleman 
in Ireland. The arafts, the article continued, had 
been seized by the British Government, the gentle- 
man to whose order they had been drawn having 
been made a prisoner; and although Mr. O’Mahony 
at once protested against the money being paid to 
any one but the person to whom the bills had been 
forwarded, and demanded repayment of the 
amount, Mr. Belmont had. by jugglery and deceit, 
managed to hold it ever since. In asking the sons 
of Irishmen to vote against Perry Belmont, the 
article charged thatif the latter Gid not inherit 
his father’s dishonesty he certainly enjoyed his 
share of its fruits. 

The history of the transactions on which the al- 
leged Jibei is based is as follows: In 1865 John 
O’Mahony purchased from Mr. Belmont five bills 
of exchange on London, amounting in the aggre- 


gate to $26,704 02, drawn to the order of 
John O'Leary and George F. Hopper. The 
drafts were seized by the British Govy- 
ernment, Hopper and O'Leary having been 


arrested for trezson. O'Mahony protested against 
the payment of the money to anybody but the per- 
sons in favor of whom the bills had been drawn. 
A lawyer named Lawless, of Dublin, who defended 
the prisoners, obtained the bills of exchange made 
out in Hopper’s name, duly indorsed by the latter, 
and after a successful suit obtained the money rep- 
resented therein; but the amount of the bills 
made out in O’Leary’s name, some $16,000 in 
gold, with interest, it is claimed by Mr. Devoy, 
has never been paid and is still in Mr. Bel- 
mont’s possession, The prosecution, Mr. Fellows 
said, would show that this charge was not true. 
The mere assertion on the part of the defense that 
the charge was true was not a sufficient answer. 
They should show that it had been published with 
a good intent and for an honorable purpose, and 
was therefore justifiable. Every dollar of the 
money in question, counsel contended, had been 
paid in to a Receiver by Mr. Belmont, under the 
orders of the court, and this fact was well known 
to the defendant when he wrote the libelous arti- 
cle. Not having retracted, but rather reiterated, 
the charge, Mr. Belmont had to appeal to the 
courts for redress. 

The first witress called was John Joseph Breslin, 
business manager of the /rish A ation, who testified 
that John Devoy was the publisher of the paper. 
The defendant had acknowledged to him and had 
never denied to anybody that he was the author of 
the alleged libelous article. About 6,000 copies of 
the issue of Sept. 20, containing the article in ques- 
tion, were printed. 

In cross-exanination by Mr. Beach witness said 
that the /risi Nation was first issued in November, 
1881, and had beer established in the interests of 
the irish Nationalists. When Mr. Beach inquired 
the objects of that organization, Assistant District 
Attorney Fellows objected on the ground ef 
irrelevancy. Mr. Beach said he claimed that the 
article in question had been written with the ob- 
ject of endeavoring to reclaim the fund which Mr. 
Devoy believed bad been diverted by Mr. Belmont 
from its legitimate purpose—the liberation of Ire- 
land—and however mistaken the defendant may 
have been he published the article under 
the belief that Mr. Belmont had _ unfairly 
and unjustly diverted that fund from 
itsobject. The publication, therefore, was inthe 
interest of the public, and the article was in addi- 
tion a privileged communication. Mr. Devoy had 
been arrested and imprisoned for treason to the 
British Government; had been banished from his 
native land; had come to this country filled with the 
patriotic instincts which actuate the breast of every 
true Irishman, and had found that the fund sub- 
scribed by his fellow-countrymen for the liberation 
of his native land had been, if not actually appro- 
priated by Mr. Belmont, perverted frora its original 
purpose and lost tothe organization of which he 
wasamember. The bope of reclaiming this fund 
was sufficient to justify Devoy in using his paper to 
accomplish that purpose. 

Judge Cowing aliowed the question, and Mr. 
Breslin answered that the object of the organiza- 
tion of Irish Nationalists was the liberation of 
Ireland. The organization had existed, under dif- 
ferent names, ever since the English first set foot 
on the soil of Ireland. The fund portion of 
which had been paid to Belmont had been col- 
lected by the Fenian Brotherhood, the chief 
officer of which in 1865 was John O’Mahony. 
The loss of the fund intrusted to Mr. Belmont was 
frequently discussed among the Irish residents of 
this City. In these discussions Mr. Beimont’s name 
was mentioned, and considerable indignation 
against him was expressed. Nospecial efforts were 
made to circulate the paper containirg the alleged 
libelous article in the First Congressional Distriet, 
in which Mr. Perry Belmont was a candidate for re- 
election. The witness testified further that Devoy 
had told him that he was one of a committee ap- 
pointed by the Irish Nationalists to endeavor to ob- 
tain their money from Mr. Belmont. The organi- 
zation of Irish Nationalists was a secret revolution- 
ary body, acting under a written constitution and 
meeting at its own convenienee, 

In answer to Mr. MacFarland, the witness said 
that Mr. Devoy was a Trustee of the skirmishing 
fund, and that the Fenian Brotherhood, with the 
exception of a small faction which amounted to 
nothing, had been merged in the Irish Nationalists. 

James McCarthy, groom and messenger in the 
employ of Perry Belmont, testified to having pur- 
chased copies of the paper containing the alleged 
libel in tne office of the srish Nation, 

Walter Luttgen, of the firm of August Belmont 
& Co., testified that on the 8th, 12th, and 19th of 
September, 1865, three bills of exchange for the 
amounts, ronpectiveiy, of £1,000, £1,000, and £1,408 
6s. 2d. had been purchased on London, drawn to 
the order of John O'Leary, and that on July 12 and 
Sept. 22 two other bills of exchange on London for 
£500 and £1,525 8s. 6d., respectively, drawn 
to the order of George F. Hopper, had also 
been purchased. These -bills represenied $26,- 
70402 in American money. The money for 
the payment of these bills had been trans- 
rmitted—portion in goia and portion in bills of ex- 
change—to the house of Rothschild & Son, Mr. Bel- 
mont’s correspondents in London. The transac- 
tion, he said, was un ordinary business one. 

In answerto Mr. MacFarland, the witness said 
that the money represented by these pills bad been 
pald back to Mr, Belmont by Rothschila & Co. 
after the latter had paid the money partly to the 
City Chamberlain and partly to Receiver Barr. Mr. 
Belmont now held the receipts forthe payment of 
this money. 

At this stage Mr. Fellows annopnced the usual 
recess. Mr. August Belmont, whio was in court, 
arose and informed his lawyer, Mr. MacFariand, 
that he wished to be called then, if at all, as he bad 
important business to attend to. Col. Fellows said 
the prosecution wished to put Mr, Belmont upon 
the stand simply to ask him a formal question or 
two in order that the defense might have an op- 
portunity to oross-examine him at Jength. 

Mr. Beach—I am exceedingly grateful to my 
learned friend for his forethought and kindness in 
our behalf, but we prefer to examiue Mr. Belmont 
at our leisure, and without being subjected to re- 
striction as to time, 


A recess was here taken, and on the reassembling 
of court Mr. Fellows announced the close of the 
ease, ‘The failure of the prosecuting officer to call 
Mr. Belmont to the witness stand to testify for the 
prosecution created some surprise. 

Mr. Edward Browne then opened the caso for 
the defense. In an address of two hours’ duration 
he reviewed all the facts in connection with the 12 
years’ litigation carried on in connection with the 
money in question. The money paid forthe drafts 
made out in the name of Hopper bad been paid by 
Mr. Belmont after Mr. Lawless, a lawyer of Dub- 
lin, had recovered judgmentin the courts of this 
City; but the money paid on the O'Leary bills of 
exchanges, amounting to over $16,000 in gold, with 
interest since 1865, counsel claimed had never been 
paid to the rightful owners, Mr. Belmont set- 


ting up the claim in his answer in 
1872, in a suit for the recovery’ of 
this money which is still pending, that 


it was still im the hands of the Rothschilds, his 
London correspondents, and was claimed by the 
British Government, although that Government 
had years before relinquished all claim to the 
moneysin question. Instead of paying this mone 

to the rightful owners, counsel claimed. Mr. Bel- 
mont had foryears put himself forward as the 
champion of the British Crown, and sought to in- 
troduce obsolete laws in the courts of this coun- 
try. His action in the whole transaction, it was 
claimed, furnished ample justification for the pub- 
Neation of the so-called libelous article. The trial

THE BRAKEMAN ACQUITTED 


en 
FOUND NOT TO BLAME FOR THE 
SPUYTEN DUYVIL COLLISION. 
MELIUS CLAIMING THAT HE OBEYED PRE- 
VIOUS ORDERS OF THE CONDUCTOR—A 
STRONG CHARGE AGAINST THE PRISON- 
ER—THE UNEXPECTED VERDICT, 


George Melius was acquitted of the charge 
of manslaughter in the Court of Over and Termi- 
ner yesterday. He was the rear brakeman of the 
Chicago express that was run into ‘by the Tarry- 
town special at Spuyten Duyvil, on the Hudson 
River Railroad, on the night of Jan. 13 last. State 
Senator Webster Wagner and six other persons 
were killed in the crash or burned to death after 
it. Melius was indicted for manslaughter in the 
fourth degree on the ground that he had culpably 
neglected his duty in not leaving his train as soon 


as jt stopped and going back to signal the follow- 
ing train. 

When the trial was resumed yesterday morning 
the case for the defense was opesed by ex-Assem- 
biyman Robert A. Livingstone. He argued that 
Melius had done his whole duty in accordance 
with the rules of the railroad company. As soon 
as the train stopped he had carefully examined the 
wheels and trucks of the rear car, and had then 
stationed himself at the end of the train to await 
the arrival of the conductor, in order to make his 


report of the condition of the car and then to receive 
instructions. The conductor did not appear, but 
after a short time Melius undertook to do what he 
considered to be proper under the circumstances 
by going back to stop any approaching train. He 
failed in his undertaking, but he had done all in his 
power, and, Mr. Livingstone insisted, it could not 
honestly be thought by any fair man that he had, 
on the night of the collision, for the first timein his 
service of 25 years asa brakeman, willfully neg- 
lected to do his duty. 

The first witmess was! George Melius, the pris- 
oner. Hesaid that the Chicago express ,on the 
night of the catastrophe wasalarge train of 13 
cars, yet. there were only two brakemen on it. 
There used to be three regularly empioyed on the 
train, but in March, 1881, the services of one of 
them were dispensed with. When that reduction 
of his assistants was made, Conductor Hanford 
told him, the witness said, that whenever the train 
Was stopped between stations, he must not goso 
far behind it with his signais that he could not 
catch itagain if it should be started. Some time 
before the train reached Spuyten‘Duyvel station, on 
the night of the cojlision, he noticed that there was 
something wrong with the air-brakes. When the 
brakes finally stopped the train, Melius said, he 
was standing on the front platform of the rear car. 
He was fixing hislamps. Heimmediately jumped 
to the ground and inspected the running gear of 
the car. Finding the air on the brakes, he ‘bled’ 
the pipes. ‘Then he went to the rear of the earand 
stood there awaiting instructions from the conduc- 
tor. As the latter did not approach him, ho took 
the responsibilityfupon himself of walking away 
from his post to stop the next train. ‘The 
night was dark and the ground covered 
with snow and sleet, sothat he moved with dilfi- 
culty, and once he slipped into a culvert. He went 
about 130 or 140 feet, and then, having a clear view 
into the “‘cut,’’ and seeing the flagman there, he 
gave a danger signal by waving his red lantern. 
He could not tell whether or not the flagman saw 
his signal. While he was standing stili he beard 
the rumbling of the appreaching train. The train 
soon emerged from the cut, and the collision 
occurred. The witness helped to get passengers 
out ot the wrecked cars, but he and the others 
present wero unable to work quickly because there 
were no toojs on either train. He had never read 
the rules of the railroad company, for be could not 
read, but his wife had read them to him several 
times, and he had understood that it was his duty, 
when his train was standing, to remain atits rear 
usutil ordered elsewhere by the conductor. He de- 
nied positively that he was standing within speak- 
ing distance of his train when the Tarrytown 
special appeared in view, and that he told Mr. A. 
BK. Valentiae what train the latter was. He de- 
clared that he never spoke to Mr. Valentine in his 
life. He admitted that if he had started back as 
soon as his train stopped he could have rua into 
the *“‘cut’? and put a torpedo uponthe track, or 
swung ared Jantern to warn the engineer of the 
Tarrytown train. He had other duties to perform, 
and he performed them as e0o0n as the train stopped. 

Assemblyman Livingstone, of counsel for Melius, 
next tostified that he was a passenger on the Chi- 
cago express on the night of Jan. 13, and that the 
train was stopped about seven minutes when the 
collision occurred. Immediately after the col- 
lision and when the fire had started, he met Mr. 
Valentine, who excitedly told him that he had two 
children in the burning car. The witness tried to 
get into the car, but was driven back by the flames, 

Conductor Hanford was called in rebuttal, and 
he swore positively that he never told Melius not 
to go very far from the train whenit had stopped 
onthe road. To have given such an order would, 
he said, have been a direct violation of the rules of 
the railroad company. 

The case was summed up for the defense by 
Lawyer H. T. Marstou, who argued that it would 
be an injustice to Melius to hold him for willful 
neglect of duty in the face of evidence that he had 
performed his duty as he had learned it in 25 years 
of herd labor. He had been saddled with too 
many duties, and if, while be was trying to do 
them all conscientious!y, a disaster occurred 
which he could have prevented if he had been left 
free to act as he thonght proper, he ought not to 
be held responsible for it, Rather, Mr. Vanderbilt 
and the other persons controlling the railroad com- 
pany should be held responsible. Each and all of 
them should have been indicted and tried instead 
of the poor brakeman. 

Assistant District Attorney O’Byrne argued that 
Melius had neglected to perform a plain duty as- 
signed to him, and that, as the consequence of his 
neglect was the death of a human being, he should 
be punished. 

In charging the jury Judge Davissaid: ‘The 
defendant stands indicted for the crime of having 
caused the death of Senator Wagner by culpable 
negligence, Tho case is one of grave interest to 
the defendant and of equally grave interest to the 
public. Itis probavly the first case of the kind 
where an indictment has been found against an 
employe of a railroad corporation for having by 
neglect of his duty caused the loss of life. It is of 
great importanee to the public in this country, 
where our travel is almost wholly by railroad, 
propelled by steam power, that the persons having 
charge of trains should be held to the strictest ais- 
charge of the duties that the law and the rules of 
the railroad company in whese employ they are 
devolve upon them. By neglect of such duties the 
lives of thousands of passengers would be daily ex- 
posed to destruction, and there can be no 
safety in travel of that character unless 
the protection which the law throws around, and 
intends to provide for, their person is carefully 
and strictly regarded. Im this case there are some 
material and important facts about which there is 
no controversy whatever. The train on which the 
person named in the indictment, Mr. Wagner, was 
riding at the time he was killed was an express 
train of 13 cars, all, or nearly all, parlor cars, con- 
taining a very large number of passengers, and it 
had, as it seems, but two brakemen and a con- 
ductor in general charge of the train. It was a 
little late and had reached a point near Spuyten 
Duyvil and below the cut, where,it was suddenly 
stopped. The gause of the stoppage is not mate- 
rial to the issue here. It may have been causea by 
some wrongful act of some one of the passengers, 
and from what appears here it probably was. If 
that person was uponitrial here, then, of course, 
the cause of the stoppage would be inquired 
into. The train was stopped in a most 
dangerous place. It Was stopped upon the track 
upon which there was following, at some distance, 
another train. The cause of the stoppage was of 
such a character that the train could not be readi- 
ly started, and the persons who were in the train 
as passengers were, therefore, exposed to serious 
danger. The train being at a stop, certain duties 
were immediately.devolved upon the conductor 
and the brakemen, and especially upon the rear 
brakeman. The dtty was more or less imperative. 
Even if the written rules had, forbidden the rear 
brakeman to take any steps to warn the approach- 
ing train,:you all would say it was culpable negli- 
gence toward his passengers for him not todo 
what was @ necessity to save tue lives of passen- 
gers. 

Judge Davis here read the rule of the company, 
that whena train stops on the road the conductor 
shall send a man to stop any train approaching. 
After noting that the first part of the rule did not 
specify the rear brakeman as the man to be sent, 
he read the second part, and declared that its mean- 
ing was that the rear brakeman should go back 
with danger signals as soon as the train stopped. 
It was not for him to wait for the eonductor’s 


order. It was the conductor's duty to send some- 
body, and it was the rear brakeman’s 
duty to go unsent. Judge Davis continued: 


“If this bad been done the accident would not 
havehappened. The train stopped several hundred 
feet from the cutting, and was immediately in the 
way of the approaching Tarrytown train. If the 
tules had been observod the train would have been 
stopped. If aman had been sent back, and there 
was plenty of time todo this, then the accident 
would have been avoided. Under the rule 
the rear brakeman is enjoined to go instantly 
at the time the train stops. The conductor 
has said that he had specially ordered the 
rear brakeman, in this place, to yo back 
immediately Whenever the train should stop. 
There Was no necessity of the conductor 
going back and giving orders ever timo 
the danger arose. It would be superfluous. 
The brakeman had no right to say ‘I will take all 
the chances.’ His duty would be to seize his light 
and immediately go back. With several! hundred 
lives exposed, comamou sense would say that the 
first thing a man wou!lddo would be to go back to 
a point tar enough to stop the down-coming train. 
On the part of the defense it is claimed that the 
conductor in March, 1881, gave him general instrue- 
tion not to go from tbe train so far, without special 
direction, but that he could catch itif it started on. 
Such instruction as that, it it were given, would 
have been an express vioiation of these rules. 
The question is therefore presented to you whether 
these instructions were given. Now, even if Han- 
ford had given such instructions, and if the defend- 
ant knew that they were in violation of the rules, 
it was his duty not to have regarded them. 
The question is therefore presented to you whether 
these instructions were given. The defendant's 
duty may be in some cases, as between himself and 
the company, controlled by written rules, but 
wheu the question arises as to the obligation to 
perform a duty toward the passengers and save 
their lives from exposure or danger, then, if the 
written rules were of a character which restrained 
him from doing something which ought to have 
been done, and is required by law to be done, 
the written rules would scarcely be a 
protection when the people charged him 
with culpable negiigence. To make myseif 
moore clearly understood, if a written rule had for- 
bidaen him taking any steps to go back and sienal 
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the approaching train, it was still his obvious duty 
to do so to save the lives of pussengers, and the 
law would say it was culpable negligence for him 
nottodoso, * * The law requires the exer- 
cise of that degree of care and vigilance the im- 
pending danger demands. If there be neglect of 
duty under circumstances wnere a jury can say 
such negligence was ‘ wrongful’'—to use the lan- 
guage of the statute—then it becomes a crime if, 
in consequence of that wrongful negligence, some 
human being is killed. The duty is in proportion 
to the danger, and the necessity to avoid injury. 
With several hundred lives in your hands your 
duty rises in accordance with your responsibility.” 

Judge Davis told the iry, that it could convict 
Melius of no higher offense than manslaughter in 
the fourth degree. Foreman Bingham asked what 
the punishment might be, and all the jurors leaned 
forward and listened earnestly asthe Judge ex- 
plained the penalties within his discretion to in- 
flict. Whenthe jury went out everybody séemed 
to consider that the charge hed been strongly 
against Melius and he must be convicted. Even 
his counsel expressed fear. General surprise was, 
therefore, expressed when half an hour later the 
jury rendered a verdict of * Not guilty.” 





A FHEMALE SWINDLER TRAPPED.

LOUISE R. SHAW’S MANY VICTIMS—CAUGHT 
BY A PERSONAL ADVERTISEMENT. 
Central Office detectives made a prisoner, 
yesterday, at the Post Office, of Louise R. Shaw, 
alias Bock, alias Marie Michelet, alias Collins, alias 
Mrs. Grace Henderson, alias Pattan, a young Eng- 
lishwoman, who, although a daring thief and a 
keen, plausible swindler, fell into a trap set for her 
in the ‘personal’ column of a newspaper as un- 


suspectingly as the veriest novice in crime. The 
most serious charge against the woman is the rob- 
bery of jewelry valued at $2,500 from her employer 
on Nov. 13. Mr. John HW. Davis, banker, of No. 17 
Wall-street, who lives at No. 426 Fifth-avenue, en- 
gaged the prisoner, who said she was Marie Mich- 
elet, at an intelligence office in West Fifty-seventh- 
street. She appeared to be thoroughly competent 
to take the position of governess in Mr. Davis’s 
family and spoke several languages fluently. The 
Police say that Mr. Davis did not make further in- 
quiry about her, or he would have found that a 
reference she gave in Philadelphia was fictitious. 
On Noy. 14 the governess disappeared with 
diamond jewelry, waiches, and other property 
worth more than $2,500. Mr. Davis consulted 
Inspector Byrnes and Detective Serzts. Frink and 
Radford were assigned to the case. The keeper of 
the intelligence office knew nothing of Marie 
Michelet’s antecedents, and the first clue to them 
was obtained in the Windsor Hotel, Jersey City. 
She left there on Nov. 10. She registered as Mrs. 
Collins, and was supposed to be a wealthy English- 
woman. Allthe hotel proprietor has to secure a 
debt of $64 is a valise filled with dirty under- 
clothing. information received at the hotel led 
the detectives to a publisher's office in Park-place, 
where she applied for a position as translator of 
French and German. No such place could be given 
her, but she was engaged us a book canvasser, and 
assigned to a district at and around Orange, N. J. 
She gave as uw leference Mrs. Bock. Stapleton, 
Staten Island, andsaid she was Mrs. Grace Hender- 
son, of Tottenville, Staten Island. This clue was 
being followed up when a letter, post-marked 
Philadeiphia, came to Mr. Davis's house _ for 
Marie Michelet. At Philadelphia the detectives, 
through means not revealed, found the writer, 
a well-known business man. He was alarmed 
when his letter was brought te him, but when ke 
understood the circumstances and was assured 
that he would not be exposed, he spoke frankiy of 
his acquaintance with the woman, and promised 
to aid the Police. He met herin August on an 
ocean steamer coming to New-York, and their re- 
lations were intimate. He passed a week with her 
in New-York, and afterward corresponded with 
ber. On Nov. 13 he received a telegram from her 
—he knew her as Louise R. Bock—asking him to 
write to heras Marie Michelet, care of Mr. Davis, 
No. 426 Fitth-avenue, and when he had leisure he 
wrote the letter which fell into the hands of the 
Police. On Tuesday, with his consent, the follow- 
ing advertisement was published: ’ 

Louise R. B—. Answered yours from Fifth-avenue. 
No Keply. Would be pleased to see you. 

NORTH ELEVENTH-SIREET, Philadelphia, 

The detective remained in Philadelphia until 
Wednesday, when the man who was aiding them 
received from New-York a letter written by Louise 
R. Bock, She said she was “in trouble;’ that it 
would not be prudent for her to give her address, 
and that she would call daily at the New-York 
Post Office foraletter from her correspondent, 
and expected him to write. Inspector Byraes, 
when he reeeived information of the thief’s folly, 
went to Mr. Davis and arranged that his page 
should be at the Post Oflice daily to point out 
Marie Michelet. Detective Sergeants Fink, Rad- 
ford, Dusenberry, and O’Counnor were there yester- 
day when she asked for a letter for Mrs. Bock, and 
they arrested her, when the page fully identitied 
her. At Police Head-quarters jewelry valued at 
$1,000 was foufid in her possession, and Mr. Davis 
identified it as his daugbter’s. Later inthe aay 
Detective Sergeant Frink recovered the remainder 
of the stolen property ina hotelin Brooklyn. He 
also found a protessional shoplifter’s bag. The 
prisoner will be taken to court to-day. 

Louise R. Shaw’s history is obscure, but part of 
it was obtained from her and from Police records. 
She is 27 years old, swarthy, lady-like, and well- 
educated. She speaks French, German, Spanish, 
and Italian well, and knows the ways of good 
society. She says she married in England, when 
almost a child, a German named Bock; that he ill- 
treated her, and that she fled from him. Her 
brother is a copper miner ard well-to-do. She ex- 
pects to obtain the sum of £50,000 which is due to 
her, but in litigation. She came to New-York last 
July, and was a guest at the Victoria Hotel.

A LAWYERS BREACH OF TRUST.

F. 8 HAHN DISBARRED FOR DISCLOSING A 
FORMER CLIENT’S SECRETS, 

A suit against Louis Levinson to recover 
damages for a conspiracy to defraud it was won 
by the Manufacturers and Merchants’ Bank in the 
Supreme Court, in January, 1880. The judement 
in favor of the bank was for $36,000. The principal 
witness against Levinson was John P, Haws, who 
had participated in the conspiracy, but who ex- 
cused himself on the ground that, while acting as a 
Teller in the bank, he had been led, first through 
sympathy with Levinson, and afterward by fear of 
him, to cash his checks when he had no money on 
deposit. The testimony of Haws was sup- 
ported by some letters sent by him 
to Levinson during the period of their 
friendship. In summing up forthe defense Levin- 
son’s attorney charged that those letters had been 
sold to the plaintiff by Ferdinand S. Hahn, a law- 
yer, who had originally been employed by Levin- 
son. Hahn ealled for an investigation of his con- 
duct respecting the letters, and Judge Van Brunt 
responded to his request by recommending his dis- 
barment for grossiy violating bis professional 
duties. The Supreme Court, General Term, sent 
the case to a Referee for trial, and he recently re- 
ported that Hahn should be disbarred. This re- 
port was adopted, and yesterday the General Term 
announced Hahn's disbarment. 

The opinion of the court, written by Judge 
Brady and concurred in by Presiding Judge Noah 
Davis and Judge Daniels, is as follows: ‘The re- 
port of the learned Referee in this case presents 
clearly the charges made against Hahn and the 
proofs by which they are sustained. The conclu- 
sions of fact at which he arrived are justified by 
the evidence, and there is no doubt that Hahn, 
either deliberately or impulsively, instigated by 
wrongs done him by his client, has been guilty of 
professional misconduct for which there is neither 
justification nor excuse. The secrets of profes- 
sional life are sacred, and the revelation of them 
to an adversary, unless forced by law, is the betray- 
al of that confidence whieh forms the basis of the 
relations between attorney and client—the very 
foundation, sacred, honorable, and honored, on 
which their intercourse rests—with which nothing 
can be allowed to interfere. If in the form of let- 
ters the intelligence is conveyed, and the advo- 
cate isnot paid for his services, he may retain 
them until his claim is readjusted, but itis just as 
sacred from publication in any way as if there 
were no dispute. The lawyer knows this to be 
the controlling element of his professional life, and 
when he discards it he does sv at the peril of his 
license and his honor. Wben he perpetrates a false- 
hood to escape the consequences, he increases the 
magnitude of his offense if it is possible to do so, 
and he forfeits all merciful consideration. For 
these reasons the order must be entered disbarring 
F. S, Hahn.”

An apparently authorized intimation 
comes from Wasbington in regard to the 
recommendations to be made in the Presi- 
dent’s Message on the subject of tax reduc- 
tion. The President is said to .be firmly op- 
posed to the abolition of the entire internal 
revenue.system and the consequent com- 
pulsory reliance upon import’ duties 
for the revenue of the Government. 
But he will recommend the repeal of all in- 
sernal revenue taxes except those on tobac- 
co, distilled spirits, fermented liquors, and 
pn manufacturers of, and dealers in,: such 
articles. He will also favor a reduction of 
the tax on tobacco and whisky so as to bring 
fown the annual product of internal taxes to 
pbout $100, 000,000. Itis further stated that the 
President will urge upon Congress the im- 
portance of an immediate revision of the 
tariff, but whether in theline of greater sim- 
plicity and freedom from discriminating and 
reduplicated duties does not appear. It is 
probable that the policy outlined by the 
President, which is practically that of 
the Republican caucus of last session, so 
far at least as internal taxes are con- 
rerned, will be the one adopted by 
the majority in the House. It is sound 
enough as far as it goes, its main defect 
being that it begins at the wrong end. To 
abolish the stamp tax on perfumery and 
patent medicifes while leaving raw wool to 
pay a heavy duty is not exactly a feat of 
financial statesmanship. 








‘The completion of the official canvass of 
the vote of Kings County enables us to pub- 
fish to-day a detailed presentation of the 


gote of the State as ascertained by 
the various Boards of Supervisors. It 
will be seen that the total number 


of votes cast for Governor was 915,430, 
of which:the two chief candidates received 
876,870, while the Prohibition and Green- 
back nominees were supported by 88,560 
votes. CLEVELAND’S majority over FoLcer 
js finally ascertained to be 193,824, of which 
116,617 is due to New-York and Kings and 
77,207 to the rest of the State. S Locum’s 
majority over CARROLL is 107,656, of which 
88,9388 comes from New-York and Kings, 
and 23,718 from the rest of the State. 
RuaeER’s majority over ANDREWS is 73,663, 
of which 66,495 is due to New-York and 
Kings, and 7,168 to the rest of the State.

vented from working injury to others 
than those directly engaged init. There is 
no doubt that it often causes injury, by 


creating violent and fictitious fluctuations in 
prices and deranging the normal course of 
the markets, but it is difficult to draw any 
clear line between transactions that are 
legitimate and those which are purely 
speculative. Mr. THURBER would prohibit 
by law all buying and selling on ‘‘ margins,” 
all “puts and calls” and “straddles,” and 
make actual delivery the basis of law- 


ful transactions. He has great faith 
in the repressive virtue of legal 
prohibition, even though it cannot 


be fully entorced. He thinks reputable men 
would avoid what was illegal and public 
opinion could be educated up to its complete 
suppression, but the history of prohibitory 
Jaws furnish little ground for such a faith. 
If somehow the desire of men to get rapidly 
rich at each other’s expense could be eradi- 
cated, gambling and speculation would be at 
an end, but we have little hope that the 
Legislature will be able to revise human 
nature. 








Mr. GrorGe C. GorHam, who appears to 
have a permanent lien on the Secretaryship 
of the Senate, does not see how the Presi- 
dent can possibly be forgiven by a law-abid- 


ing people if he fails to call an extra session 
of the Senate. The term of Mr. Davip 
Davis, President pro tempore of the Senate, 


expires March 4, 1883. Mr. Gornam 
thinks that the special session will be, 


or should be, immediately thereafter 
called, in order that another President 
pro tempore shall be chosen. If this is 


done, then a Secretary of the Senate will 


also be elected; and Mr. Gorwam is confi- 
dent that the happy choice would fall on 
him, and the safety of the Republic would 
once more be assured. The question of the 
tenure of office of the temporary President 
of the Senate has been often and thoroughly 


discussed. The matter, at last accounts, 
stood somewhat in this position: The Senate 
may at any time go into an election of of- 
ficers, a simple resolution to that effect 
being alone required. On any day during 
the next session of the Senate a successor to 
Mr. Davis may be chosen; and the Senate 
would, it is presumable, choose a member 
whose term carries him over into another 
Congress. Or Mr. Davis might resign the 
chair before his term expires. In the event 
of such an election, Mr. Davis’s successor 
would be President pro tempore of the Sen- 
ate and presumptive successor in the Presi- 
dency until his term of office should be con- 
cluded. In that event, however, the country 
would be distressed by the postponement of 
Mr. GrorGe C. GornAm’s accession to the 
Secretaryship of the Senate. 





It would be useless to inquire by what 
process of reasoning twelve presumably in- 
telligent men reached the conclusion that 
GrorGE ME.i0s, the rear brakeman of the 
ill-fated Chicago express which was run 
into near Spuyten Duyvil, was not guilty of 
criminal negligence in failing to give due 
warning to the approaching Tarrytown spe- 
cial that his train was standing on the track. 
It may be presumed, however, that the plea 
in extenuation of Mertrus’s counsel had 
more weight with the jury than the very clear 
and cogent statement of the law made by 
Judge Davis. That plea was that the 
brakeman had been saddled with too many 
duties, that he was trying to perform them 
all conscientiously, and that though he 
failed to discharge the most essential of 
them, he ought not to be held responsible, 
because he had not been left free to act as 
he thought proper. It was further ar- 


gued that Mr. VANDERBILT and the 
other persons controlling the railroad 
company. should have been indicted 


and tried, instead of the poor brakeman. 
While very few will question the propriety 
of indicting the railroad managers, the re- 
sponsibility of the ‘‘poor brakeman’’ was, 
nevertheless, sufficiently clear, and his ac- 
quittal on what must have been purely senti- 
mental grounds is by no means calculated 
to promote the safety of travelers by rail. 
The complete failure to punish anybody for 
the Spuyten Duyvil slaughter may suggest 
the necessity of some more stringent defini- 
tion of the legal responsibility of railroad 
corporations for the safe carriage of their 
passengers. 





A CHANCE FOR BLUNDERING. 


The first chance for the Democratic Party 
to commit the fatal blunder which its ene- 
mies are confidently expecting will be pre- 
sented when it undertakes the task of revis- 
ing the revenue system of the Govern- 
ment. Some of its organs are already 
joining vigorously in the cry for the 
abolition of all internal revenue _ tax- 
es. This has not hitherto been either 
a Democratic or a Republican cry. The 
loudest utterance has been given to it by 
Witiram D. Kewuety, Republican, and 
SAMUEL J. RANDALL, Democrat. Though 
belonging to opposite parties they agree in 
extreme protectionist views, and in calling 
for the abolition of internal taxes they speak 
for the protected interests of Pennsylvania. 
Some of the Democratic organs which are 
defending their position profess to be op- 
posed to a protective tariff and in favor of a 
thorough revision of the existing laws, but 
it is certain that the chief advocates of the 
abolition of internal taxes do not have any 
such purpose, and their success will not 
promote, but hinder, that object. Mr. 
RanDALL calls attention to the fact 
that there is an approximate coinci- 
dence of the internal revenue re- 
ceipts with the amount of the estimated 
surplus. To abolish the internal revenue 
would do away with the surplus and make 
it impracticable to reduce the tariff. In 
point of fact, the receipts from internal rey- 
enue for the current year are likely to prove 
considerably greater than the actual surplus, 
and to do away with them might necessitate 
an increase in Customs duties. Such a re- 
sult would not be deplored by Ke.LLEy and 
RANDALL, but it would absolutely prevent 
such a revision of the tariff as is demanded. 

There are two very strong reasons for 
believing that the cry for the complete 
abolition of internal taxes will not prove 
popular. In the first place, it is opposed to the 
demand for a thorough revision of the tariff, 
and in the second place it favors removing 
taxes from what are generally regarded as 
pernicious luxuries, while they are retained 
on articles of daily necessity. It is not to 
be believed that the veovle of this country 


are ready to remit all taxation on whisky, 
beer, and tobacco, which every man can re- 
duce for himself or wholly avoid without 
injury, while it is continued in its most 
burdensome form on blankets, clothing, 
the materials of manufacture and the hun- 
dred articles that enter into the necessary 
expense of daily life. Moreover, it is well 
known that the effect would not be percepti- 
bly to decrease the retail price of those lux- 
uries. To suppose that the people would 
sustain such a bungling with the revenue 
question is to assume that they are so besot- 
ted in their habits and so ignorant as to pre- 
fer a slight and uncertain decrease in the 
price of those things which minister to their 
vices to a substantial reduction in the cost of 
those which make up the sum of their daily 
necessities, 

The contemplated proceeding would be an 


enormous blunder in anotker view. It 
would rend the Democratic Party in twain 
and destroy its hope of obtaining control 
over the national Administration through 
the election of 1884. If there is any one 
thing to which it is more thoroughly com- 
mitted than another it is a revision of the 
tariff which shall cut off its excesses, do 
away with its distinctively protective pur- 
poses, and place it on a basis of effi- 
ciency and economy as a revenue system. 


Let Mr. Ranpauut be made Speaker of the 
next House, and let the committees be so 
made up as to shape its efforts for the abo- 


lition of internal revenue and the salvation 


of the tariff from radical modification— 


assuming that the present Congress is to leave 
the subject of revenue reform practically un- 
touched—and there would be no more hope 


of Democratic success in 1884 than there 


was in 1872. Already there are unmistakable 
evidences that such a course, however 
promptly entered upon or however long de- 
layed, would not be sustained by the Demo- 
crats of the West or of the South. It would 


split the latter section more effectually than 


any other means that could be devised. The 
ablest Democratic newspaper in South 
Carolina, while favoring a final abolition of 
all internal revenue offices as well as all 
Custom-houses and the collection of taxes by 
the States for the support of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, is unequivocally in favor of begin- 
ning with the tariff and putting it on a rev- 
enue basis. Perhaps the most sagacious or- 
gan of the Democratic Party of the West is 
the Louisville Courter-Journal, which favors 
a moderate revision of internal taxes and a 
thorough overhauling of the tariff. If it 
were possible for the Randall policy to ob- 
tain the sanction of a Democratic Congress it 
would be the ruin of the Democratic Party, 
and an effort to force it, in or out of Con- 
gress, will tend inevitably to the disruption 
of that party. 

Possibly the blunder which some of the 
superserviceable organs of the party are 
urging upon it may be avoided, but it is not 
easy to see how it is to escape division in 
dealing with the revenue question. The 
Randall wing of the party is likely to prove 
determined and obstinate, and it will have 
the help of the ‘‘special interests’ and a 
powerful lobby. It may be defeated, but it 
will not be easily ‘‘harmonized.’’ The 
action of the Forty-eighth Congress will have 
much to do with determining the result of 
the next Presidential election, and in its con- 
trol the Democrats will have a weapon quite 
as likely to prove dangerous to themselves 
as to their opponents. 








THE NEXT GREAT CONFEDERACY. 


The railroads connecting Chicago with 
St. Paul and Omaha are at war, and the 
weapons which they use against each other 
are the familiar ones of competition in rates. 
It is not easy to get at the real motives and 
inciting causes of a contest of this kind, but 
the ostensible object of contention is 
the establishment of control by rival 
lines over what each claims as its 
share of traffic and over connections 
that are considered to be of value. While 
we cannot discuss with confidence the mer- 
its of conflicting claims or the immediate 
purposes of those engaged in the contest, it 
is not difficult to predict the final outcome 
of this kind of warfare. The constant tend- 
ency of railroad management is toward 
combinations and alliances for the mutual 
protection of competing lines against each 
other; in other words, for the destruction 
of competition. It will not be long before 
the principal lines between the North-west 
and Chicago will be united under some kind 
of acompact for the maintenance of rates 
and the distribution of business according 
to ratios agreed upon. War involves losses 
for them all, and it can never be waged to 
the destruction of any of the combatants. 
But by sounding a truce they can enter into 
an agreement which shall determine the 
share of business of each between compet- 
ing points and the rates at which it is to be 
carried on. In entering into such a treaty, 
they will regard only their own interests 
and profits. In bringing the products of 
the North-west to the great forwarding 
point at Chicago, they will lay such tribute 
upon the traffic as it will bear, if permitted 
to do so. 

The great trunk lines that connect Chicago 
and other important collecting and distribut- 
ing points of the West with the sea-ports of 
the Atlantic coast are already operated 
under sucha combination. There is practi- 
cally no competition, and railroad managers 
claim that competition would be the death 
of trade in their case. Rates are agreed 
upon for all the lines, and the share of each 
in the through business is determined by 
agreement. Their managers virtually de- 
cide how much traffic shall come to New- 
York, how much shall go to Boston, to 
Philadelphia, and to Baltimore, and they 
establish discriminating rates in furtherance 
oftheir plans and interests. Lines are continu- 
ally consolidating and acquiring control over 
connections and branches and laying local 
traffic under contribution. If the present 
tendency goes on, the railroads of the coun- 
try will be combined into several systems 
covering different sections. Those of the 
North-west this side of the Rocky Moun- 
tains will be operated as a single system, 
either through an alliance of lines or an 
actual union under one control. Those of 
the South-west will be similarly combined. 
The same process will work more gradu- 
ally in the Atiantic States of the 
South, and the Pacific coast will have 
two, if not three, systems. But these can- 
not operate over exclusive territory and 
maintain an independence of each other. 
They will be entangled at various points 
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they will be dependent upon each other for 
outlets and connections, and they will have 
a variety of competing interests to be recon- 
ciled. Then will develop a larger alliance 
or a confederation of systems in one grand 
whole. Along with the tendency toward 
consolidation and combination goes another 
toward the concentration of control into 
fewer hands. 

There is growing up on the face of the 
country an enormous confederacy of cor- 
porations engaged in the business of trans- 
portation and commercial interchange. The 
day may come when its affairs will be ad- 
ministered by a general council, which 
shall control its wider relations and 


direct its larger operations, while the 
subordinate interests of the separate 
systems are managed by local authorities. 
In such a council a small coterie of enor- 
mously wealthy magnates would have a 
controlling voice. The power of such a 
confederation is something which cannot be 
calculated, and which cannot be contem- 
plated without a sort of dread. The devel- 
opment of the country would be de- 
pendent on the wisdom and justice of its 
decrees. Every industry would pay trib- 
ute to it, and it would virtually be the 
arbiter of the commercial destiny of the Na- 
tion. Supposing it to be established, its 
wealth, its influence and power, and its 
thorough organization would make it a 
formidable antagonist to the political con- 


federation of State and national Govern- 
ments where their interests were in conflict. 


We consider the tendency toward the 
consolidation and combination of railroads 
and the confederation of systems as practi- 


cally irresistible, The question is whether 


it shall develop in subjection to law and un- 
der the supreme control of Government or 
in accordance with the will and self-in- 
terest of railroad kings and princes. 
The political confederacy has the ad- 
vantage now. States can place their 
railroads under regulation and control and 
keep them there, making their operation 
ever subordinate to public interests and ac- 
cordant with private rights. The Nation 
can similarly place its railroads, that is, the 
inter-State lines and systems, under a corre- 
sponding subjection to its authority. But 
unless this is done betimes, we may find a 
power overspreading the country which will 
one day have to be brought into subjection 
through a titanic struggle that may shake 
the very frame of our institutions. 











THE IRISH IN PARLIAMENT. 

When Mr. ParnELL moved the adjourn- 
ment of the House of Commons on Thurs- 
day night in order to draw attention to the 
inadequacy of the Arrears act and the im- 
pending famine in the West of Ireland he 
was supported by more than 100 members, 
This is, for the Government, a somewhat 
ominous fact. Under the new rules 
such a motion must be put if sup- 
ported by more than 40 members. 
According to the standard fixed by the Gov- 
ernment itself, therefore, Mr. PARNELL’S 
motion was not an act of ‘‘ willful obstruc- 
tion,”’ but an expression of the sense of a 
very respectable part of the whole body of 
members. The Irish members all told num- 
ber 105. The ‘‘ Irish party’’ is considerably 
less than this, and as there are several Irish 
members who would not in any cir- 
cumstances support a motion made 
by Mr. PARNELL, it is evident that 
he must have found some supporters 
outside the representatives of Ireland. It 
is to be observed that the Irish leader made 
a very temperate use of his power, with- 
drawing his motion as soon as it had drawn 
from Mr. GQuADsTONE and Mr. TREVELYAN 
a statement of the Government’s. policy. 
English members who sympathize with 
Ireland’s desire for better government and 
just land reforms will find it less and 
less difficult to act openly with the Irish Par- 
liamentary party if it continues to behave 
thus sensibly, and the time may not be far 
distant when on critical questions that party 
will have the fate of English Ministries in its 
hands. The shadow of this balance of power 
party is already projected across the Minis- 
terial benches. Mr. GLADSTONE announced at 
the last moment that the Government would 
not make a Cabinet question of Mr. Grsson’s 
amendment requiring atwo-thirds majority 
for the application of the closurerule. At 
a caucus of the Irish party it was decided 
by a majority of a single vote that the 
amendment should be opposed. Had a con- 
trary decision been reached, the Govern- 
ment’s majority might have been so narrow 
as to make the vote a virtual defeat, and 
nothing but the prudent decision not to treat 
the amendment as a matter involving the 
possibility of resignation would have saved 
the Ministry its place and its dignity. 

If the growth of the Irish party is not 
checked by dissensions and unwise manage- 
ment it will soon be able to put the Govern- 
ment under a pressure more powerful even 
than that terrible duress of crime and se- 
ditious agitation through which the Land 
League extorted the Land act from the 
powerless but still reluctant Ministry. Mr. 
GLADSTONE has promised that the County 
Franchise bill shall be passed before the pres- 
ent Parliamentis dissolved. Upon that meas- 
ure, which will unite the Conservatives in 
solid opposition, the Irish party will be able 
to make a threatening stand against the 
Government, and demand as the price of 
their support the concession of some reforms 
of still greater urgency for their own island. 
It is openly confessed in England that for 
the last two anda half years the imperial 
legislature of the realm has been at the 
mercy of Ireland. The abandonment of 
the violent means by which this dominant 
influence has been secured and held does not 
by any means imply that the Irish are yet 
ready toallow England a little peace for her 
own pressing affairs. 

Parliamentary agitation is condemned by 
most of the organs through which the Ameri- 
can Irish express their views. Many influential 
leaders in the Home Rule and Land League 
ranks in Ireland oppose or distrust it, hold- 
ing the old belief that no Irishman is a good 
Irishman after he has been six months in 
London. But as Parliamentary agitation 
does not require the raising of ‘‘ funds,’’ Mr. 
PaRNELL’s party can get along very 


well with a less enthusiastic and 
active support from this side, and 
home opposition to the course he 


has chosen is dying out. Staying power 
is nowthe chief need of the Irish party. 
They may not get what they want from this 
Parliament or from the next. But their own 


strength will almost certainly increase with 
each successive general election. They have 
something to hope for from the numerous 
English constituencies where the Irish vote 
is strong enough to forbid the running by 
either party of candidates not pledged to a 
certain measure of Irish reform, and all ex- 
cept the few immovably Protestant. and 
Conservative constituencies in the North of 
Ireland will be gained by them. Of the 


probable temper of this larger party Mr. 
HEALY significantly says that it will be 
bolder and more powerful, and if Irish mem- 
bers can no longer be taunted with being a 
mere minority in the House, it will become 
increasingly awkward to silence them by 
‘*heroic remedies. ’”’ 

To secure the further development of the 
principles of the Land act and the Arrears 
act, the much-needed reforms in local gov- 
ernment and in the laws relating to Grand 
Juries and the registration of voters, and, 
finally, to crown all with self-government, 
will be a long and arduous work, for Eng- 
lish legislators are and will be ignorant 
or indifferent to the needs of Irishmen. 
But the beginning that has been made 
shows that if the natural forces of progress 
and enlightenment are aided by energetic, 
constant, and skillful action on the part of 
the leaders of the Irish party they will win 


in the end. To be effective, the course 
they adopt and follow need not be always 
such as will make honorable members 


from the English side of the Channel 


love andapplaud them. Experience teaches 
that the English legislator is most generous 
when he is least comfortable. That lesson 
will not be lost on the Irish party. But it 


is evident that the reforms to which they 


should first give their attention are those af- 
fecting the people on their farms and in their 
homes. They will gather most strength in 
that way for the later struggle over the great 
question of self-covernment. 
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THE MIANTONONOE. 

The monitor Miantonomoh is shortly to 
proceed on atrial trip from League Island 
to Norfolk. This vessel is one of the men- 
of-war repaired by Mr. Ropeson. She was 
built soon after the rebellion, and the num- 
ber of contractors and workmen to whom 
she has given a steady support for many 
years is very large. This Miauntonomoh is 
not the other Miantonomoh, for inasmuch as 
Mr. Ropeson had no authority to build a 
new vessel, he simply repaired the other Mz- 
antonomoh, so that they are both one 
vessel. There was a time when some 
confusion might have grown out of the 
fact that the original Mantonomoh was 
laid up in one place while she was lying in 
another and undergoing repairs, but inas- 
much as the other Miantonomoh has since 
been broken up, so that only the repaired 
Miantonomoh now survives, there is no room 
for any further confusion of ideas. It may 
be that the enemies of Mr. Roxseson will 
pretend: that they cannot tell whether the 
Miantonomoh now lying at League Island is 
this one or the other one, but so long as Mr. 
RoBESON pays no attention to the chatter 
of his enemies, why should other people at- 
tempt to answer them ? 

While it was generally agreed that the 
Miantonomoh was a costly vessel, and hence 
ought to be a good one, it.was feared until 
recently that her inability to float when bur- 
dened with her turrets and guns would 
somewhat impair her efficiency as a 
man-of-war. This fear has been proved 
to be unfounded. It was estimated the 
other day that her turrets would 
weigh about so many pounds, and 
she was therefore loaded with precisely 
that weight of old iron. To the triumph of 
her contractors, she floated in still water, 
and it is believed that-she would have safely 
borne an additional weight of five or six 
pounds without sinking. Satisfactory as 
this experiment was, it could be wished that 
the estimated weight of her turrets had 
been published. Jt is rumored that inas- 
much as the turrets as originally designed 
would have proved utterly useless as a de- 
fense against the guns in use in foreign 
navies, it has been decided to substitute for 
them light pasteboard turrets weighing 
eleven pounds each, and painted so as to 
resemble iron. Now, if the old iron 
placed on her deck by way of experiment 
weighed only twenty-two pounds—the 
aggregate weight of two pasteboard turrets— 
we can understand how it happened that 
she was able to keep afloat. Of course, the 
story that the Miantonomoh is to carry 
pasteboard turrets is not yet known to be 
true, but if it is true, it reflects great credit 
upon her constructors. There is no reason 
why the Navy Department should go to the 
expense of supplying the Mianionomoh with 
iron turrets that would be of no use what- 
ever when pasteboard turrets would be quite 
as efficient and would cost next to nothing. 
There is some intelligence yet among the 
constructors and repairers of our navy, and 
it would be unjust to assume that they are 
incapable of such an economical and ad- 
mirable idea as that of putting pasteboard 
turrets on the Miantonomonh. 

Opinions differ as to whether this remark- 
able vessel will live to reach Norfolk. Her 
admirers maintain that if all her compart- 
ments except the engine-room are filled with 
hydrogen gas and hermetically sealed, and 
if bales of cork are fastened to her sides, she 
can reach Norfolk in safety, provided the 
weather happens to be exceptionally fine and 
there is adead calm on the bay. It is held 
to be extremely desirable that she should 
make this voyage, since it would silence 
the libelers who have asserted that 
she would go to the botton were she 
to be taken outside of the Delaware 
River. If she once reaches Norfolk 
in safety itcan be claimed that she is a mag- 
nificent success, and an appropriation of 
fifteen or twenty million dollars can be 
asked for to provide her with a few camp- 
stools and life-preservers, and thus make 
her a formidable engine of war. Some 
difficulty may be found in procuring a crew 
to accompany her to Norfolk, but only a 
few men will be required, and it is believed 
that a promise of large pay for the voyage 
and a pension for the widows and orphans 
of the crew will induce a few desperate 
men to risk their lives on board of her. 

If the other monitors in which Mr. Rose- 
SON has taken so warm an interest are to be 
completed, arrangements should be made by 
which they can be spared the fearful risk of 
a voyage to Norfolk. These monitors will 
be nearly as formidable as the Miantonomoh, 
and it is believed that if they can be placed

in dry-docks and earthworks of vast thick- 
ness built around them they will be proof 
against any artillery that may be brought: 
against them. It would be folly to waste 
such vessels by exposing them to the risk 
of sinking while in deep water. They 
should therefore be built in sections, so 
that they can be. taken apart and 
carried to Norfolk or elsewhere by rail. 
There is little doubt that in this way they 


could make long voyages with perfect safety 
and ata much higher rate of speed than 
they could obtain if driven by their own en- 


gines. It is needless to say that their effi- 


ciency would not be in the slightest degree 
impaired by keeping them on land, for they 
could be repaired just as well on land as on 
the water, and an American man-of-war is 


built merely for the purpose of aaving some- 
thing to repair. 

We ought to be heartily proud of the 
Miantonomoh and the other unfinished mon- 
itors. They demonstrate that no other na- 
tion can spend as much money in repainng 
men-of-war as wecan. The degenerate Ital- 
ians who build vessels of nearly 14,000 tons, 
with armor 35 inches thick, have found that 
they cannot spend as much money on one of 
their big iron-clads as we can spend in re- 
pairing a small monitor sufficiently to fur- 
nish an excuse for asking for a new appro- 
priation in order to repair her some more. 








The General Term of the Supreme Court at 
Albany yesterday rendered a decision setting aside 
the order of Judge Wrstnroox which granted 
$39,000 compensation to Messrs. WinGate & CuL- 
LEN, of this City, for services as counsel to Receiver 
O’NEILtt in his mismanagement of the affairs of the 
Continental Life Insurance Company, and the an- 
nouncement will be received with general approval 
by all who studied the testimony bearing on the 
Receivership which was taken by the Assembly 
Committee last Spring. The counsel were chosen 
in the matter solely because of their political affili- 


ations, through the influence of JouN KELty, 
whose private office for a long time was 


in the same suite with the lawyers’ business 


quarters, and whose private counsel they were. 
Several years ago Mr. Ke.ty did a similar ser- 
vice for the legal firm in the case of the Receiver- 
ship of the German Press Seciety. In that case, 
KELLY announced who would be made Receiver 
before even the case came up in courtin any shape, 
and the Receiver was given Messrs, WincaTe & 
CULLEN as counsel, by the fiat of the boss of Tam- 
many Hall. Then Judge Donoxve performed the 
kindly service of acquiescing in Mr. Kriuy’s de- 
cision. In the Continental Receivership, Judge 
WeEsTBROOK was the obliging servant. O'NEILL 
was not only incompetent, but he was lazy, and 
his personal habits were such as to unfit him fre- 
quently for the transaction of any business what- 
ever. Under these circumstances, the counsel, if 
disposed to do their share toward seeing 
that the trust funds were not squandered, 
might have rendered valuable service to the poor 
defrauded beneficiaries. But their efforts seem to 
have been devoted wholly to making as much as 
they could out of the job. O’NEmu was merely a 
puppet in their hands and ordered paid whatever 
they wished him to do. And Judge Wesrsroox, 
whose son was the well-paid Referee that reported 
in favor of granting the counsel their heavy allow- 
ances, of course interposed no obstacle to the or- 
ders that were presented. Messrs. Wincate & 
Cuuten, in fact, received so much money in the 
way of allowances that they voluntarily returned 
$10,000 as being too much. They made money not 
only by the regular counsel fees, but also by the 
extra allowances awarded them in dealing with 
foreclosure suits which came to them as part of 
the Continental Company’s heritage. They have 
figured repeatedly as favored Referees and counsel 
to whom fat jobs were thrown, and they have 
been reaping a very rich harvest for many years 
by attending to such business. It is a promis- 
ing sign when they receive a check as in the pres- 
ent instance. 
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A number of flagrant violations of the 
plumbing law have been presented to the Board of 
Health through Inspectors, and after having been 
reported, that seems to have beenan endof the 
matter. Some of these-plumbing tricks are so appar- 
ent that any one the least acquainted with sanitary 
principles would at once understand how prejudi- 
cial they are to the health of the inmates of houses. 
Proof has been presented in the Sanitary Engineer 
of soil pipes without vents, of elosets where water 
is not flushed, of earthenware sewers passing 
through cellars, when these are completely stopped 
with earth and stones. One case reported is 
where the filth of a house empties itself in a space 
between floor and ceiling. What is called “skin 
work” seems to be, unfortunately, quite constant. 
To make a cheap job a plumber will work in sham 
joints. The labor necessary to do work is evaded 
and make-believe connections are arranged. For 
instance, where a lead pipe should be soldered to 
another, the metal is beaten up so as to look as if 
there was a close water-tight joint, when really 
nothing of the kind exists. All this means diph- 
theria, contagion, disease. The harvest which death 
gleans is quite an impartial one. It is not only the 
poor dweller in the tenement who suffers, for the 
germs of pollution are quite indifferent as to who 
may swatlow them. How the Board of Health can 
construe the laws laid down for their guidance in 
any other way than by punishing those who neglect 
the rules is difficult to understand. There are 
good mechanics in New-York who are earnest in 
their desire to act in Darmony with the Board of 
Health. It seems to be, then, a crying injustice 
that ‘“‘scamps’? who follow the same business 
should not only evade the law but should be en- 
abled to encroach on those in the profession who 
do their work carefully, honestly, and as the laws 
prescribe. The upshot of ali this neglect of the 
commonest rules for the preservation of human 
life is thatin a given time to eome there will bea 
largely increased rate of mortality. Laws are made 
to be carried out; if they are to be considered as 
dead letters they had better be effaced from the 


statute-book. 
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Two good things have been done in the courts of 
this City this week. The calm, dispassionate action 
of Judge LARREMORE in treating Lawyer Marks, 
who had in his presence used his fist upon a fellow- 
lawyer, is followed by the disbarment by the Su- 
preme Court, General Term, of an attorney who 
betrayed the interests of his client, and then lied 
persistently to save himself from punishment for 
his base treachery. It is more than likely that the 
act of the bellicose attorney, and its prompt and 
judicious punishment, recalled to the minds of the 
Judges of the General Term the fact that there are 
many men on the rolls of the court who only need 
a slight encouragement in the way of a lack of 
judicial watchfuiness to induce them to commit 
flagrant misdemeanors. Their attention was 
thus drawn once more to the case of Fer- 
pixanp 8. Haun, which had been before 
them for nearly three years. This man, having 
been deserted by a client, kept some letters with 
which the client had intrusted him. As the docu- 
ments were of vital importance to the adver- 
saries of their owner, Haun sold them to the 
former, and they were used successfully against 
the latter in the trial ofa suit. This contemptible 
act, the General Term of the Supreme Court de- 
cides, was a violation of the fundamental prin- 
ciple that underlies the relation of lawyer to 
client. It is time for the announcement of this 
decision, and it would have been well if the per- 
son immediately affected by it had been 
thrown over the bar long ago. While 
the proceedings before the General Term 
have been pending against him he has been 
charged in the Police Courts with uttering forged 
checks. Jtis a matter upon which the public are 
to be felicitated that the General Term has acted 
sosternly. As a rule, that court has not hitherto 
been inclined to be severe enough toward lawyers 
charged with unprofessional conduct, and its leni- 
ency has been the reason why many attorneys 
who have disgraced themselves and their profes- 
sion have not been summoned before it to answer. 
Only the other day a Judge of the Supreme Court 
said in private conversation that he had 
refrained from recommending the  punish- 
ment of a lawyer who had _ deceived 
the court because he thought the General 
Term was not thorough enough in its treatment of 
wrong-doers. That this criticism is not undeserved 








is shown by the fast that the General Term a short 
time ago- considered that an attorney who had 
been proved guilty'of shameless subornation of per 
jury was sufficiently punished by three years’ sus: 
pension from practice at the bar. Good nature js 


an admirable thing, but it ought not to be carrted 
so far as the Associate Judges of the General Term 
carried it in this case, against the protest of the 
presiding Judge.

Census Bulletin No, 302 affords the means, in 


connection with previous censuses, of tracing the 
industrial growth of the United States. In 1850the 
number of manufacturing establishments was 123,- 
029, and In 1860 there were but 140,433. In the next 
decade, however, there was an amazing increase 
to 252,148, and the figures for 1880 are substantially 
the same, 253,840. The capital shows a different 
rate of increase. Starting in 1850 with $533,245,351, 
there was an increase of 100 per cent., to $1,009,855,- 
715, in 1860, another doulling,to $2,118,208,769,in 1870, 
and avery small comparative increase, to $2,790, 223,- 
506 in 1880. But these figures, it must be under 
stood, are nearly worthless. Even regarding stock 


companies, which have a certain nominal capital, 
the returns on this head are misleading, and ag 
regards private manufacturers, it is certain that 
they neither can nor will make returns possessing 
statistical value. A four-fold increase is the cor- 
rection suggested by former census authorities, 
In the hands employed there was an increase from 
958,079 in 1850 to 1,811,246 in 1860, 2,053,996 in 1870. 
and 2,738,750 in 1880. In 1880 the total was com- 
posed of 181,918 children—531,753 females over 14 
years, and 2,025,279 maies over 16. In 1850 the 
wages paid were $236,755,464; in 1860, $278,878,966; 
in 1870, $75,584,343, and in 1880, $947,919,074. That 
is, in 1880 the weekly wage for each working man, 
woman, and ehild was about $6 60. Really the 
wages were larger, for it does not include the 
sums received by proprietors of shops, &c., who 
made their living out of ‘ profits." The materials 
consumed were valued at $555,174,320 in 1850, 
$1,031,605,002 in 1860, $2,488,427,242 in 1870, and 
$3,394,340,029 in 1880. The products increased from 
$1,019, 109,616 in 1850 to $1,885,861,676 in 1860. In 
1870 there was a sudden leap to $4,232,325.442 which 
reached $5,369,667,706 in 1880. In the decade from 
1860 to 1870 Pennsylvania made such gains on New- 
York that it was a very good second. But in 1880, 
New-York appears winner by many lengths. In 
our State there are 42,739 factories, employing cap- 
ital aggregating $514,246,575 and hands numbering 
531,473. The wages paid are yearly $198,634,029, 
the materials used are worth $659,578,650, and the 
product is worth $1,080,638,698. Taking wages paid 


as a standard, Pennsylvania is the second in rank, 
and Massachusetts third. Mississippi shows a small 
but positive decline, Missouri a large decrease from 
$31,000,009 to $27,000,000, and Nevada paid in wages 
under $500,000 instead of five times as much. Other- 
wise the law of increase is universal, even in New- 
England, and elsewhere in the South. Between 
1870 and 1880 Minnesota and Texas doubled their 
annual payment of wages, the first from $4,000,000 
to $8,000,000 and Texas from one and three-quarter 
millions to three and a third millions. In Califor- 
nia the increase was from $21,000,000 to $28,000,000, 
in Illinois from $31,000,000 to $57,000,000, in New- 
Jersey, $32,000,000 to $46,000,000; in Ohio, $49,000,000 
to $62,000,000; in Virginia, five and a third to seven 
and a half, in Wisconsin, $13,500,000 to nearly $19,- 
000,000. It is a monotonons record of prosperity. 








JUDGE WESTBROOK REBUKED. 
anieinssecidappcninatis 
THE SUPREME COURT REVERSES THE ORDER 
FOR THE PAYMENT OF THE ATTORNEYS 
OF THE CONTINENTAL LIFE INSURANCE 
COMPANY. 

ALBANY, Nov. 24.—The General Term ot 
the Supreme Court now in session here has ren- 
dered a decision Inthe matter of the Attorney- 
General against the Continental Life Insurance 
Company, reversing the order of the Special Term, 
and denying confirmation of the Referee’s report. 
This was an appeal from an order of Judge West- 
brook at the Special Term, confirming that portion 
of the report of Referee Henry J. Scudder authoriz- 
ing Receiver John P. O'Neill, of the Continental 
Life Insurance Company, to pay Wingate & 
Cullen for their services as attorneys and counsel 
the sum of $21,218 17, with $7,562 67 for their dis- 
bursements—in al] $28,780 84. 

Judge Bockes, who rendered the opinion, says 
the Keferee’s report is very manifestly defective 
and fatally imperfect. It failsto give the results 
of the investigation with precision and in figures. 
He is accordingly of the opinion that every action 
based on this report, until made complete, espe- 
cially any’approval of it in any respect until then, 
would be irregular. ‘It was,’ he says, “an error 
in the Special Term to take up and pass upon 4 
separate matter or question involved in the 
accounting in the absence of some special 
necessity for so doing, reserving other questions 
to be afterward considered and determined by 
other or further orders. Such practice would en- 
tail great ee, useless delays, and increased 
expense in the taking, stating, and passing of Re- 
ceivers’ accounts, and hence should not be toler- 
ated. If tolerated orders and appeals would be 
very likely to accumulate in the course of the ac- 
counting to an extent greatly to the injury of the 
fund held under the protection of the court. We 
think no order confirming the report in any of its 
parts should have been granted, but the matters 
of reference should have been sent back to the 
Referee or some other Referee to the end thata 
concise, perspicuous, and complete report on al! 
the matters of reference might be obtained.”’ 

The Judge then proceeds to consider whether, in 
accordance with the Referee’s report as presented, 
the claims of Wingate & Cullen for their services 
and disbursements might have bees granted. ** The 
Referee’s report,” he holds, “states no fixed sum 
to be paid the firm; he certified to no definite sum 
as due and unpaid to Messrs. Wingate & Callen; 
such amount was left tosome extent at least ta 
conjecture, when it should have been made certaiz 
by the report. It may be said that the Special 
Term was able to make the report specitic and eer: 
tain on recurring to the testimony submitted to 
the Referee and giving it application. This hag 
been attempted by us, but we iind it difficult, if not 
impossible, to make the ailowance in the order 
square with the proof, without induiging in specu- 
lation respecting the allowance, disallowance, or 
reservation of some of the items to which proof 
was directed. The report was, we think, too in- 
definite as to the claim of Wingate & Cullen to 
warrant its confirmation, and to sustain the direc- 
tion made for payment to them of the amount 
specified in the order appealed from. Another 
reason why the report should not have been con- 
firmed is that the Referee accepted the opinion of 
Mr. Bangs, who was examined as an expert rela- 
tive to the value ‘of the services of Wingate & 
Cullen without further care or consideration, thus 
making the witness the real Referee.” 

In concluding, the Judge says: “ We want to be 
allowed to express our dissatifsaction with the 
report on other grounds than any above considered 
by us. As the case stands on the proof it is by no 
means Clear that all the items of charges are right 
and proper to be allowed, putting aside those going 
to make up the aggregate of $5,871 73 held in abey- 
ance. Itseems that many charges were made in 
proceedings instituted and conducted in the name 
of the Receiver in hostility to the fund. Such pro- 
ceedings by him and in his behalf were improper, 
and neither was the Receiver nor were his attor- 
neys and counsel entitled to be recompensed for 
them from the fund. We need not here stop ta 
— out such items, as on a future reference or 
earing all proper deductions in that re 
gard will doubtless be made, and per 
haps as to some of the items which on the 
present case fall within this rule of exclusion, they 
may, by further proof as to the circumstances 
attending the particular proceedings, be shown to 
be unexceptionable. So, too, on the case as here 
presented, it would seem that there has been 
Tmuch uanecessary and useless labor in the man- 
ageqwent of the affairs of the trust. Should this 
appear on the furtner hearing, or if all doubts in 
that regard should not be dispelled, deductions 
will also be made for that cause. The retaining of 
numerous attorneys and extra and special counsel 
by the Receiver without the order or direction of 
the court was unjustifiable, and its impropriety 
is emphasized by rule 983, which forbids 
this practice. Its impropriety does not rest 
alone in the rule of the court, but is based upon a 
principle of right and on svund policy fully vindi- 
cated in the history of the case here brought to 
our attention, and it may not be out of plave here 
to remark, lest silence should be misinterpreted, 
that we here give no sanction to the allowance 
recommended by the Referee to be made to the 
Receiver for his fees, &c., nor to his reasonings or 
conclusion in this'regard; but no further comment 
on this point is considered necessary, as there must 
be a new accounting by the Receiver before a Ref: 
eree. All parts of the order of Judge Westbrook 
are reversed, leaving the matter of the accountin, 
by the Receiver open from the commencement Oo 
nis Receivership. The further reference should be 
had before a Referee wholly untrammeled by pre- 
viously found conclusions, and should be so direct. 
ed as to embrace the Receiver’s accounts to the 
present time.” ; 

Judge Learned concurs in the opinion.

“LUCIA” AT THE ACADEMY. 

The performance of “Lucia di Lammer- 
oor” at the Academy of Music last evening did 
aot differ materially from the previous representa- 
tions of Donizetti's tuneful work. The opera was 
Bung by Mme. Patti and Signori Ravelli, Galassi. 
and Monti, and it attracted a very large audi- 
ence, whose applause, as that of Patti—audi- 
ences generally, though hearty, was unusually 
Hiscriminating. Mme. Patti's Lucia, like most 
af the prima donna’s efforts in opera seria, 
Is more admirable from a lyric than from a 
dramatic stand-point. Her piquantly pretty face is 
Ill-suited to the expression of the deeper emotions, 
and even her marvelous voice does not readily lend. 
Itself to the utterance of pathetic or forceful 
measures. To hear Mme. Patti at her best 
one must listen to her in “Il Barbiere” 
or in ‘Don Pasquale,”” where even her perpetual 
self-consciousness is lost sight of in the coquetry 
and fascinating cunning of the personages she 
represents. In ‘‘Lucia” and works of a similar 
order sheis simply conventional. Her acting in 
the several scenes with Edgardo and Enrico shows 
that she considers them mere links by means of 
which the best-known solos of the score are 
sonnected. Mme. Patti's stage experience 
Is sufficiently great to enable her to 
bind her effective pieces together without 
violating the chief requirements of the stage, and 
this is about all that can be said in favor of the ac- 
tress. The charm of her performance lay last 
evening, as it has always done, in her singing. She 
reserved herself for the numbers in which the 
bird-like characteristics of her song could be most 
happily revealed, and, like a skilled horsewoman, 
if not like a true artist. saved herself chiefly for the 
finish. Thus, ‘‘ Regnava nel silenzio”—a _ fault- 
less bit of cantadile—and ‘* Quando rapita,” 
were taken, if we are not in error, half atone lower 
than in the originai, while the cabaletta was only 
executed once. In the duet with Edgardo (‘* Ver- 
ranno a te’’) little or no effort was made to arouse 
the enthusiasm of the listeners by nice shading or 
exceptional brilliancy. In the mad scene, how- 
ever, all restraint was cast off, and the loud 
plaudits which followed ‘“Ardon gl’incensi” 
were but a just tribute of admiration 
toanexample of flawless execution and perfect 
beauty of tone such as the present generation is 
fot likely to hear again from any lips but Mme. 
Patti’s. The succeeding allegro was marked by 
equally lovely qualities of tone, but, from its com- 
parative simplicity, it produced a less vivid effect 
than the air including the cadenza with the 
flites. The sestet, which was, of course, 
rc demanded, has been sung here with 
more climactic power and brilliancy. Mme. 
Pitti’s voice has a golden rather than a crystalline 
tinbre, and Signor Ravelli's tones have not as 
much vidrant quality as could be wished in a ¢on- 
certed piece. The sestet was nevertheless re- 
demanded. As implied by the names of the artists 
who appeared with her, Mme. Patti was efficiently 
supported. Signor Ravelli was in good voice 
and sang with unwonted feeling and freedom 
of manner. The audience aistinguished him 
by remaining in its seats to listen to ** Fra poco,”’ 
and the tenor returned thanks for the compliment 
by rendering that exquisitely plaintive romance 
with real sentiment and artistic finish. Signor 
Galassi’s voice has not yet recovered its full reso- 
nence, but it wasin sufficiently satisfactory condi- 
tion not to hamper the singer, who personated 
Enrico with the intensity and vigor he has always 
thrown into that somewhat thankless part. We 
need but add that Signor Monti was a respectable 
Raimondo, and that the thoroughly singable, if not 
very dramatic, choruses and the thoroughly mele- 
dious accompaniments were capitaily given by the 
band and choral forces, respectively, under the 
capable direction of Signor Arditi. At the matinée 
to-day ** Aida”’ will be the attraction, and, as Signor 
Ciampi-Cellaj is conspicuous in the lobbies, it 
may be presumed that “Il Barbiere” will posi- 


tively be perfermed on Monday next.

THE BROOKLYN PHILHARMONIC, 

The rehearsal yesterday afternoon attracted 
3n audience of more than usual proportions at the 
Brooklyn Academy of Music. There were no 
vacant seats and very little unoccupied standing 
room. The second concert of the twenty-fifth 
season to-night promises to be a memorable 
event in the history of the society if one 
may judge from the brilliant rehearsal of yester- 
day. The programme which Mr. Thomas has 
arranged is complete and leaves nothing to be 
desired. It is not unduly severe, but is dignified 
from first to last, and its performance yesterday 
was 80 even and excellent in every detail that its 
repetition to-night cannot fail to interest the audi- 
ence.

The orchestra yesterday afternoon was fully rep- 
resented, and was as efficient as usual. The Mo- 
gart Symphony was played with delicacy and the 
confident finish that comes alone from knowledge 
and practice. Every movement received adeauate 
treatment, and there was a feeling of satisfaction 
attheclose which results from the perfect per- 
formance of a beautiful composition. The same 
may be said in general of Schumann’s Symphony 
No.2 inC, but it was not delivered with the 
rmoothness and elegance of the Mozart Symphony 
in the scherzo and adagio; though it would seem 
so be hypercritical to look for faults in its interpre- 
tation, for {t was well done, and coming from an 
orchestra of less prominence would have been con- 
sidered superb. The gem of the programme was 
the Saint-Saens piano concerto, by Mr. Joseffy. 
This was indeed a rare treat, and any one who oan 
go to Brooklyn, if he does not already live there, 
phould not fail to hear this wonderfully brilliant 
prtist to-night. His playing yesterday was the 
somplete illustration of the pianist’s art. He was 
masculine and forcible in such portions as these 
qualities were necessary, and delicate and graceful 
to the point of ideal musical fancy. Throughout 
the concerto he was faultlessly accurate, 
and fascinated the audience by the mar- 
yelous brilliancy of his execution and the 
pase and perfection he shows in the thorough mas- 
tery of the piano. Theimagination cannot suggest 
@ more complete performance than that of the al- 
legro scherzando. It bears the samo relation to 
ordinary piano playing that the finest lace of Brus- 
pels does to strong sewing-machine work. Any 
person of musical capability could not have 
breathed regularly yesterday while Mr. Joseffy 
was playing, and it was a credit to the audience 
that the enthusiasm was of the earnest type that 
does not manifest itseif in uproarious noise, but 
was marked, decided, and thoughtful. It has been 
a pleasant duty to speak highly of Mr. Joseffy’s 
accomplishments on previous occasions, but never 
before has it been so imperative to credit him 
with a complete success as in the concerto yester- 
day afternoon. The concert to-night will doubt-

A RAID ON CHICAGO GAMBLERS. 


———_—_—»____ 
EIGHTY PLAYERS ARRESTED AND FINED— 
A WELL-PLANNED POLICE MOVEMENT. 
CnricaGco, Nov. 24.—Eighty persons who 
were arrested late last night in the Police raid on 
George Hankins’s establishment, the largest gam- 
bling house in Chicago, were this morning fined $5 
each as inmates. The movement was admirably 
planned and carried out. The eight gaming tables 
were in fullrun, and the long, narrow room was 
thronged with players. Suddenly it was discov- 


; ered that Lieuts. Kipley and Shea, who were dressed 


in citizens’ clothes, with their coat collars turned 


up about their ears and slouch hats pulled 
over their eves, had gained entrance to 
the room, and that ali the detectives 
of the Central Station were strolling in and taking 
positions in front of the windows and doors. The 
ar suddenly lost interest in the games and 
ooked at the intruders and then at oue another in 
blank amazement. Their worst fears were con- 
firmed as a squad of Police, headed by Lieut. 
Shaak, filed into the room. There were in ali 82 
men in the room when the Police entered, most of 
whom appeared to be either mechanics or clerks. 
Each one was taken in charge by an officer and es- 
corted dewn stairy. The patrol wagons of the Central 
the Harrison-Street, pond the Desplaines-street Sta- 
tions were in readiness to convey tho crew to the 
armory. A large crowd of people was on the side- 
walks and jeered the prisoners as they passed to 
the patrol wagons, which made several trips be- 
fore the men were all conveyed to the armory. 
Then the implements were carted to the Central 
Station, The confiscated property consists of 
three roulette tables, two faro tables, a twenty- 
one table, a hazard table, a high-ball poker table, 
anda peck or so of “chips.’’ The value of the 
whole outfit is about $5,000. The cases of Hankins 
and his nine employes were continued until to- 
morrow. 

Mayor Harrison still declares that he does not 
know that there is any gambling in Chicago. He 
said to-day that Hankins’s piace was “* pulled”’ be- 
cause of the complaint of a man _ now in jail that 
he was robbed there. Upon this information Lieut. 
Kipley swore out a warrant. Chief Doyle to-day 
declined to say whether the raid is to be followed 
up others, merely intimating that he should en- 
deavor to do his duty as Chief of Police, and dis- 
claiming any desire for newspaper notoriety.

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COLLAPSE OF THE STRIKE IN THE PIANO 
TRADE, 

After a stubborn contest of more than nine 
weeks the strike of the pilano-makers at the facto- 
ries of Messrs. Steinway & Sons at Astoria and 
New-York has terminated in the signal defeat of 
the strikers, their trades-union having officially 
aeclared the strike abandoned. The whole army 
of strikers—except 80 ringleaders, who remain dis- 
charged—have reapplied for work and have been 
reinstated. it will be remembered that this was 
not.a question of wages—with which latter the 
strikers declared themselves well satisfied—but a 
strike for the discharge of an honest, efficient nead 
book-keeper. The strikers did not even attempt to 
bring any evidence against the latter, simply con- 
tending that their trades-union had ordered the 
strike. 

A number of the most skilled workmen, not be- 
ing members of the trades-union, refused to join 
in the strike, whereupon their instant discharge, as 
well as that of the newly engaged artisans, was 
also demanded by the strikers. 

Messrs. Steinway very properly refused to punish 
faithful workmen by discharging them, and to 
yield the control of the firm’s business and their 
sufeguards for insuring the highest excellefice of 
workmanship to a body of irresponsible strikers 
and their Socialist leaders. 

Single-handed, this great plano house fought and 
defeated the most formidable, as well asthe most 
unreasonable, strike that ever disturbed the piano 
trade, and which was claimed to have the support 
of all the trades-unions. 

It is certainly no small feather in the cap of 
Messrs. Steinway that they accomplished this re- 
eult solely through their firmness, solid financial 
strength, and the justice of their cause, in which 
latter they had the entire sympathy of the com-

MOURNERS AND FRIENDS AROUND 
THURLOW WEED’S BODY. 

FUNERAL SERVICES AT THE HOUSE AND 


CHURCH—A REMARKABLE GATHERING 
OF PROMINENT PEOPLE—DR. HALL’S 


EULOGY—THE BODY TAKEN TO ALBANY. 
Funeral services were held over the body of 
the late Thurlow Weed yesterday forenoon, both 
In the family residence and in the First Presby- 
terian Church, Fifth-avenue and Twelfth-street. 
Both occasions were marked by an unusual degree 
df simplicity, but with the deepest earnestness, 
The assemblage at the church was one of the 
largest and most distinguished that bas been 
known at any funeral in this City. It was remark- 
able for the great outpouring of venerable and 
eminent people, and the spirit of tenderness that 
pharacterized the solemn event was very notice- 
able. The hourfor the beginning of the church 
services was 10 o’cleck, but long before that time 
such portion of the edifice as was free to the pub- 
lic was completely filled. The doors leading to 
the central aisle were kept closed until the arrival 
of the funeral party. 

While the peopie were assembling in the church, 
and about 9:40 o’clock, a small party of mourners 
gathered around the coffin in the parlor of Mr. 
Weed’s late residence. The members of the family 
comprised his daughters Miss Harriet Weed, Mrs. 
Maria Weed Alden, and Mrs. Emily Weed Barnes 


and her husband, Mr. William Barnes, of Albany;

All the pall-bearers were in the room, as were also 
she clergymen, the Rev. Dr. William Paxton, 
Pastor of the First Presbyterian Church; the Rev. 
Dr, John Hall, Pastor of the Fifth-Avenue 
Presbyterian Church; the Rev. R. R. Booth, 
Pastor of the  University-Place Presbyte- 
rian Church, and the _ Kev. Dr. Everard 
Kémpshall, of Elizabeth, N. J. Dr. Kempshall, 
who isthe son of one of Mr. Weed’s oldest and 
most intimate friends, was invited to make some 
temarks. Standing by the coffin, he said that in 
ise4 Thurlow Weed took up his residence in 
tochester. There lived there at that time two 
other young men named Thomas Kempshall and 
Addison Gardiner. Among these three there grew 
up a stroug and lasting intimacy, which extended 
to their families, and has been perpetuated by 
their descendents. Identified with the names of 
these men, who after a while exercised a strong 
influence in that part of the country, are the 
names of other prominent Western New-Yorkers, 
Bich as Philo C. Fuller, Albert H. Tracy, 
Trumbull Cary, James Wadsworth,  Mil- 
lard Fillmore, and Frederick Whittlesey, all 
of whom became distinguishea and left their im- 
press not only in Western New-York but through- 
put the State and Nation. The speaker dwelt 
npon the active part that Mr. Weed and his dis- 
tinguished contemporaries of that period took in 
the political and Antimasonie contests, and intro- 
duced the name of William H. Seward as being 
another of the distinguished and trusted friends of 
Mr. Weed. Each one of those men, he said, had 
left a public fame, preeious memories, and a gra- 
tious and helpful influence. As the representative 
of the second generation of Thurlow Weed’s old 
associates, the speaker had been requested to ap- 
pear upon this occasion, and he brought this sim- 
ple leaf of a great history as a tribute ef affection 
and reverence. The serviees at the house were 
closed by a short prayer by the Rev. Dr. Hall. 

The coffin was then taken up by six carriers and 
borne upon their shoulders through Twelfth-street 
and Fifth-avenue to the church. It was followed 
by the pali-bearers and all of the members and 
friends of the family, except Miss Harriet Weed, 
who did not feel able, through grief and exhaus- 
tion, to attend the church services. The side- 
walk was kept cleared by a strong detail of 
Police. By this time there were nearly 1,800 
people in the church, and as the funeral 
party entered the entire assemblage arose and 
remained standing until the bearers and mourners 
had taken their seats. It was found necessary at 
the last momentto make afew changes in the 
pall-bearers, and follewing are the names of the

Weod, of Columbus, Ohio, and Mr. H. R. Riddle, 
of Niagara County. The coffin -was placed 
bn two short black pedes.als, at the upper end 
of the central aisle, the tead toward the pulpit. 
Dn the lower part of the lid was a large and beau- 
tiful wreath formed of English violets, bordered 
with pansies and myrtle leaves, bound together on 
one side with a delicate spray of wheat. Upon the 
rommunion table at the head of the coffin were 
three large floral pieces, In the centre stood a 
broad tray filled with white and yellow roses, red 
avd pink carnations, English violets, and maple 
Jeaves, and from this luxuriant mass arose a tall 
Bhock of wheat, bound in the middle with a rich 
purple satin ribbon, and interwoven with myrtle 
hand ivy vines. On one end of the table 
was an exquisite sickle formed of deep 
purple pansies and English violets, with 
hk knot of wheat at thé handle. This bore 
the card of Mrs. John A. Dix with ths words “ With 
my tenderest sorrow.’’ On the other end of the 
table stood a large standard of leaves, ferns, and 
rrasses, with here and there a knot of wheat. The 
pulpit was occupied by the Rev. William Paxton, 
the Rev. Dr. John Hali, the Rev. Mr. Booth, and 
the Rev. Dr. Kempshall. Dr. Paxton opened the 
services by reading selections from the Scriptures, 
showing that in times of affliction the human heart 
thould reeognize the Christian quality of resigna- 
tion, it should turn with confidence to God and 
tely upon His promise of consolation and the hope 
of resurrection hereafter. The regular quartet 
vhoir of the church sang the hymn, *‘Abide with 
me, fast falls the eventide.”’ 

The Rey. Dr. Hall preached the funeral sermon. 
Eighty-five years of an active and busy life,’ he 
said, “ are brought toaclose. Four-score years of 
steady and patient work brought to an end by the 
hand of death. Aninfiuential and prominent ca- 
reer closed here below forever. A vigorous mind 
that exercised many and varied influences upon 
the minds of others, parted from its companion, 
the body. There is surely something that must in 
\tself make a vivid impression upen even the most 
thoughtless, and the thoughtful who are here hard- 
thongs to have a right impression suggested to 
their minds. The circumstances under ,which we 
rather are themselves sufficiently suggestive. We 
kre met to show our regard forthe memory of a 
distinguished citizen. We may dwell with 
gratitude to God upon the goodness that has 
shone out so clearly through this long life. We 
may recall, with fitting impressien upon our own 
Bpirits, the great influence that this life has had to 
form the opinions, in shaping the judgment, and 

uiding the steps of others—and those, not the 

eak and pliable of our race, but the strong and 
influential. It is permitted to us to dwell with sat- 
Isfaction upon the share that he has had in many 
important social movements, and the influence 
which, according to his best light under the cir- 
fsumstances, he exerted upon the party and upon 
the State. Especially is it permitted to us to dwell 
with gratitude upon Divine goodness that gave a 
jong and comparatively quiet evening to this busy 
and active life, in which the eomforts of a home 
were enjoyed and in which there were still open 
to him immeasurable sources of comfort and sat- 
isfaction. And to those among you, dear friends, 
to whom the truth of the living God is a 
precious reality, it will be ever a cause for thank- 
fulness that in that quiet evening-time which fol- 
lowed his long day of hard work there was oppor- 
tunity for thought, for reflection, for earnest in- 
quiries asto the things of the world to come, ana 
tor making a solemn and deliberate statement as 
tothe sensein which these things were under- 
stood, and the solemnity that was attached to 
them by him. To myself, years ago, when siek- 
ness had not yet taken hold of his vigorous body, 
there were the strongest and sincerest statements 
made as to his personal sense of sin, his vonscious- 
ness of unworthiness, his need of mercy, and his 
desire to look constantly to that throne of mercy, 
to the cross of hope, for eternal life. Not to me 
only, but to many others, jsome of whom are here 
round about me, these verbal expressions of 
conscious unworthiness and dependence upon 
God’s mercy were repeatedly, earnestly, 
and, I trust, sincerely declared. He had 
been Jed again and again in the most solemn way 
to take a survey of the past in the light of the fu- 
ture. It only remains for me to recali to your 
minds and to emphasize that great truth from 
God’s word to which you have been listening, a 
truth which, explain it as you wiil, throughout 
Christendom compels men to give attention to it 
when brought face to face with death and the 
‘world to come.”’ 

Dr. Hall closed his sermon by urging his hearers 
to ury and learn something from the honorable and 
peaceful old age of the lamented dead. to endeavor 
to live Christian lives, so that in old age they might 
be able to say. ‘‘ Whether I live. I live in the Lord; 
whether I die,.I die in the Lord.”” An earnest 

rayer was offered by the Rev. Dr. Booth, in which 
2 alladed to Mr. Weed as having been, “ revered, 
beloved, and influential in all of the relations of 
life.’ The choir sang “Nearer my God to Thee, 
and benediction was pronounced by the Rev. Mr. 
Kempshali. The members\of the family then re- 
tired, the fcongregation meanwhile remaining

Just before the closing of the 
coffin for interment, Dr. Battershall, Rector of St. 
Peter's, will make a prayer. Mr. Weed’s body will 
then be taken to Rural Cemetery.

MR. BEECHER DRAWS A LESSON. 
THE WORLD STILL GOING ON THOUGH 


GREAT MEN DROP OUT. 


The death of Thurlow Weed suggested to 
Mr. Beecher, in his Friday night talk, some 
thoughts in regard to the disappearance of prom- 
inent men from the active stage of life. Since he 
had come to Brooklyn, he said, more than a whole 
generation had been swept away. Save Dr. 
Storrs, not one of the ministers of that day was 
left. The same could be said of the ministers of 
New-York. Some of them might be alive, but 
they had long since retired from active pulpit duty. 


Not a man of that period was left in the Traet So- 
ciety, in the Bible Society, in the Home Missionary 
Society, orin the American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions. All the heads, the thinkers, 
planners, leaders had gone. Of the public men of 
that time he coidd scarcely recall one. A few of 
them, like Mr. Weed, had lived until now, but the 
number was exceedingly limited. While long life 
was the feature of the old Bible times, the genius 
of the present age was such that no one would like 
to live a long life. Multitudes of men stood like 
oldclocks. The frame was left but the machinery 
was worn out. The pendulum had ceased to tick, 
their usefulness was ended. Living under such 
circumstances was a great deal sadder than 
dying. Men prominent in the Government 
when he came to Plymouth Church—Clay, 
Webster, Calhoun—haa gone long ago. 
Their names were mere shadows. Their succes- 
sors—men like Sumner and Giddings, wno fought 
the anti-slavery battle—had all been swept away, 
Almost all those who stood together at so recent a 
date as the breaking out of the rebellion had dis- 
appeared. 

Mr. Beecher had noticed that it was very rare 
that life could not afford to spare anybody. He 
had never noticed that any great element had 
suffered by the death cf anybedy. It was like dip- 
ping a bucket of water out of the East River. 
There was a splash, a gurgle, a Momentary commo} 
tion of the waters and the river flowed on un- 
mindful of its loss. So in life. A man dropped out? 
the ranks closed up, the march went on. The 
ae made the most of men's deaths 
and perhaps perpetuated the impression that the 
places of great men could not be supplied. Their 
maw must be filled with something, and so their 
columns were filled up with daily reports of a man’s 
condition. Then come reports about his funera', 
then reminiscences, so thatin these days it really 
required about a month to fairly getrid of a man. 
{Laughter.] The man who was apttothink that 
he was somebody, and that the Lord would find 
it difficult to supply his place, ought to have no 
such concern. The Lord would certainly attend to 
it, and two or three men would spring up who 
would do the man’s work a great deal 
better even than he. All the great leaders 
of the Church in this country had gone up, 
yet the mora! power of the Churchin America was 
greater to-day than it was 35 years ago. Amherst, 
and Yale, and Princeton had been emptied and yet 
bad filled up again. The work that had been per- 
formed by these men was now performed on a 
larger scale and by men of better adaptation. Life, 
while it was intensely important, had nothing in it 
to warrant a man in forgetting that he was built of 
clay. Dr. Draper, who had achieved so much emi- 
nence in science, had gone in the prime of life, 
but science was not going to stand still, nor was it 
going to lose anythingin the end. If he himself 
were to die it would be like snuffing out a candle 
in the midst of the desert of Sahara. There might 
be a few tears, perhaps some laughter. While he 
loved his work, and hoped to continue on, he cared 
not the turn of his hand about the coming of the 
end. Somebody else would take up the work, and 
60 it would go on. 
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MISHAPS ON THE OCEAN.

CAUSE OF THE DEVONIA’S DELAY—DISASTERS 
IN SOUTHERN WATERS, 

Capt. Ritchie, of the steam-ship State of 
Pennsylvania, of the State Line, which arrived 
from Glasgow yesterday, reports that at 2 A. M. 
last Tuesday, in latitude 42° 7’ and longitude 57° 
54’, he spoke the steam-ship Devonila, of the Anchor 
Line, which was reported as having been passed 
in a disabled condition by the Cunard steam-ship 
Catalonia. ‘The Captain of the Devonia said that 
the main shaft had been broken and that he wished 
to be reported to Henderson Brothers. He refused 


all offers of assistance. The Devonia was then un- 
der sailand was heading north. Her agents say 
that she was was then only 300 miles from Halifax, 
which port she was doubtless trying to make. 
They think that she will reach there in a day or 


two. 

The brig Clytie, which arrived from Caibarien, 
Cuba, yesterday, was under the command of the 
mate, Mr. Matson, who reported that the late mas- 
ter, Capt. Dow, had been lost off the Cuban 
coast. On Oct. 28, when the Clytie was at 
anchor at Caibarien, Capt. Dow had _ oo- 
casion to visit Key Francis, which was some 
miles from where the brig was anchored. He took 
one of the boats, with a colored boy to row him. 
The weather was not what would be called bad at 
the time, but when night came Capt. Dow and the 
boy did not return. Nothing has since been seen 
of either of them, but a few days after their aisap- 
pearance the missing boat was found. Itlay sunk 
about half way between Caibarien and Key Fran- 
cis. There were no traces of the bodies of Capt. 
Dow andthe boy. The Clytie left port on Nov. 6, 
Capt. Dow was a New-Englander and was a navi- 
gator of much experience. The agents of the 
Clytie speak very highly of him. 

Capt. Hines, of the steam-ship City of San An- 
tonio, which arrived from Havana and Nassav 
yesterday. reports that che brigantine S. V. Mer- 
rick, of Philadelphia, Capt. Lipencott, sprang a 
leak while bound from Cardenas for Philadelphia 
and was run ashore on the Grand Bahama. Wreck- 
ers have arrived at Nassau witha portion of her 
cargo, which consisted of sugar, and they said that 
they main to save more of it. The brig herself 
has probably proved a total wreck. 

Capt. Russell, of the British steam-ship Plato, 
which arrived from Rio Janeiro yesterday, reports 
baving encountered heavy weather. On Nov. 21, 
in latitude 36° 25’ and longitude 71° 25’, a sinali ves- 
sel, bottom upward, was passed. Several planks, 
whieh appeared to have been in the water only a 
short time, were floating alongside. 

Capt. Aldrich, of the schooner Ada G. Shortland, 
which arrived from San Domingo city yesterday, 
reports that on Nov. 5 a tremendous north-easteriy 
gale was encountered in latitude 82° 15’ and longi- 
tude 74° 25’. The vessel was obliged to scud under 
bare poles for nine hours. On the same day Thomas 
Kelly, an Irish seaman, died, and after the storm 
his body was buried at sea. 

The Alexandre opel City of Merida, which 
arriyed from Mexico and Havana yesterday, was 
caught in a ssvere gale on Nov. 2, in latitude 30° 
80’ and ‘jongitude 80°. On the following day a bhur- 
ricane was encountered, and the barometer went 
down to 20.18. The engines had to be kept slowed 
down for 72 hours. 

Several European steam-ships are still overdue, 
but as they have doubtless encountered rough 
weather, no anxiety is felt about them. 
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BR. SULLIVAN AND THE BLACKSM!TH. 

The leaders of sporting society in this City 
were yesterday shocked over the publication of a 
report that the blacksmith who attempted to spar 
with Mr. John L. Snuilivan, of Boston, in Washing- 


ington last Saturday night had died from the effects 
of the beating which he received at Mr. Sullivan's 
hands. The telegraph wires between this City and 
Washington were freighted with messages in- 
quiring the condition of Mr. Jordan Rengsler, the 
blacksmith referred to.

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FAILURE OF A TEA HOUSE. 


CHARLES V. FAILE MAKES AN ASSIGNMENT 
—LIABILITIES AS FAR AS KNOWN. 


One of the greatest surprises that has oc- 
curred for several years in the tea trade was the 
announcement yesterday of the failure of Charles 
V. Faile, wholesale dealer in teas, corner of Water 
and Pine streets. The trade had not the least idea 
of any financial embarrassment of the house, which 
has always had excellent credit, and was supposed 
to have abundant means to carry on the busi- 
ness. Mr. Faile made an assignment for the 


benefit of his creditors to Isaac B. Crane, of the 
firm of Bucklin, Crane & Co., importers of teas, at 
No. 45 South-street, giving preferences as foliows: 
Jane M. Rutherford, $3,231 98; Samuel Faile, as 
Trustee, $10,020; Caroline F. Anderson, $3,437 07; 
Adele L. Faile, $1,058 26; Anna D. Brown, $87 50; 
estate of Jennie Fiske, deceased, $760 41; Denton, 
Smith & Co., $28,000: Beebe & Brothers, $6,000; 
Thomas H. Faile, $1,000; J. B, Summerfield & Co., 
$50,000; total, $108,595 61. sradstreet’s _re- 
ports the liabilities at about $300,000, but 
the value of the assets is not yet 
definitly known. They constist chiefly of stock 
and outstanding accounts. The failure is attributed 
to the great depreciation in stock, teas having de- 
clined about 50 per cent in the past six months, and 
the stringenoy in the money market. Mr. Faile 
carried a heavy stock which he purchased 
at high prices, and the shrinkage has been 
ve large. Before money became tight Mr. 
Faile’s paper sold at very low rates on the 
street, and was regarded as gilt-edged. Reeently 
however, it is said there was no market for any 
large amounts of his paper, and his broker». 
J. B. Summerfield & Co whohad advance 4 
him $50,0C0 on his notes, it is said could not dis- 
pose Ofthem. The brokers, however, have been 
secured by a preference in the assignment. The 
house {3 a very old one, having been established at 
least 40 years. It was at first Edward G. Faile & 
Co., who were in the wholesale grocery business at 
No, 181 Front-street. About 1851 the style was 
changed to Faile, Williams'& Co,, who removed to 
No. 192 Chambers-street about 1855, where they 
continued several years, and then removed to the 
coraer of Pine and Water streets. Mr. C. V. Faile 
became a partner about 1860, and with his brother, 
Edward Faile, succeeded to the business of Faile, 
Williams & Co., upon the dissolution of that firm, 
Jan. 1,1870. After the death of Edward Faile the 
assignor continued the business alone. He was 
supposed to be wealthy, having inherited consider- 
able money, and his means were estimated as high 
as $200,000 only a short time ago.

Alderman Hawes spoke in 
favor of an_ increase in the sum allowed 
the Board of Education for the purchase of sites 
for school buildings, and $100,000 was added to the 
appropriation of .000. The allowance of $5,000 
for the Shepherd’s Fold was stricken out, on the 
ground that the courts had decided that the Fold 
had no right to the money. Anitem of $500 for the 
Harlem Eye, Throat, and Ear Infirmary was in- 
‘gerted, and then the board adjourned. The esti- 
mates as changed by the Aldermen will now be 
finally passed upon by the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment. The latter body has sole power 
in the matter, as the ehanges made by the Alder- 
men are merely in the nature of suggestions.

MORE SKULLS AND BONES DISCOVERED, 


The workmen engaged in demolishing the 


old Post Office Building, in Nassau-street, tore 
open a vault on the south side of the church yes- 
_terday, in which were found skulls and bones 


representing the remains of at least 20 persons, 
Scattered in the vault were a number of 
boards, evidently portions of coffins, which 


were in the last stages of decomposition. 


Several metal coffin plates were found, but 
they were in such a rusted and impaired condi- 
tion that no trace of any inscription was discerni- 
ble upon them, The remains were placed in rough 
pine boxes and are in the charge of H. W. Book- 
staver and William L. Brower, the eommittee ap- 
pointed by the authorities of the old Dutch 
Church to attend to these matters.
